1. Short title ttpi commemoement. — (1) These rules may be called the Legis> 
la^\e Assembi} Eiectoral BuLes 

(2) They shall come into force at once. ^ 

2. ZIeflQitloos. — In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “the Act'* means the Government oi India Act and includes the proTU 
sion^ theieof set out with amendments in t£e Nin^ Schedule to the new Act; 

(aa) “the new* Act" means the Go^enmient of India Ant, 1985; 

(h) “Cominisaionei's'' means Cominlssioners appointed for the piupose of 
holding an election inquiry under these rules; 

(c) ‘corrupt practice’* means any act deemed to be a corrupt practice under 
the provisionB Schedule V ; 

(d) “election agent*' mecms the person appointed under these rules by a 
Candidate as hie agent for im election; 

(ej “Gazette" means the Oaeette of India; and 

(f) ‘ Schedule*' meQn<« a Schedule to these rules. 

PART 1 

Gompositloii of Iiegifllative Assembly uid OonstitnencleB 

3. OompositiOQ of Legislative Assembly. — The T^egislative Asaeoibly ahall 
oposist of — 

. (1) one hundred and two elected niombers, and 

(2) thirty’Diine members nominated by the Governor General of whom twenty 
yshall be offioials. 

Elected Members 

4. Oonatitueneles. — ^Thc elected members shall be elected by the consti- 
tuencies specified in Schedule I, suh;ject to the piovisions of that Schedule in 
regard consticuonoies entitled to elect m rotation, and the number of members 
tu be*elticteJ by each constituency sh^ be as stated therein against that con- 
atitueucy. 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may by regulation divide 
into two or more constituencies any of the plural-member constituencies, and 
may distribute among the new constituencies so created the seats entered in 
Schedule 1 against the constituency which has been sc divided. 

* iA. Fosition of the repreientotive from Bw. — ^If immediately before the 
Is? April, 1937. the seat of the person nominated under rule 3 as theretofore 
in fore*} as the result of an election held in Berar is not vacant, nothing in mle 
3 or rule 4 shall be deemed to render his seat vacant, and, for the purposes 
of rules 3, 4 and 26, the person so nominated shall be deemed to be an elected 
member and to have been elected by the Berar Constituency spedfied in Sehe* 
dulq, I.

(b) in the case of a non-Muhammadan^ Miihammadan or Sikh constituency 
ill the province of Madras, Bombay, Bengal, the Punjab or BibaB* and Orissa 
or in the Central Provinces and Berar, he is himself a non-Muhammadan, Mu- 
hammadan or Sikh, as the case may be.

Mhall be entitled to have his name registered on the electoral roll of a ocmsti- 
tnenov who has the qualifications prescribed for an elector of that constituency 
and who is not subject to any of the disqualifications hereinafter set out, 
namely >— 

(al is not a British subject; or 

(b) has been adjudged by a competent court to be of unsound mind; or 

(c) is under 21 yeais of age: 

Pwivided that, if the Kuler of a State in India or any subject of such a 
S*nte is not disqualified for registration on the electoral roll of a constituency 
of the Legislature of e province, such Buler or subject shall not, by reason of 
'not being a British subject, be disqualified for registration on the electaral roll

9. Electoral I011a.>-{1) An eUetortrl roll shall b*' prepared for eve^^ comti- 
tueiicy* 01 * which shall be entered tlie names of all persons appearing to he 
entitled to be registered ns eleetois for that constifueno^ . It shall be publith- 
ed in the constituenov togetliei* with a notice specifving the inode in whieh , 
and the time within, which any perwin whose name is not entered 
in the roll and who claims to have it inserted therein> or any person wh(^e 
name is on the roll and w'ho objects to the inclusion of^ his own name or of 
the name of any other ^lorson on the roll, may prefer e elaim or objection to the 
Revising Authority.

(6) Notwithstanding anything herfiubeiore ccaitained, any person may apply 
•to such authority as may be appointed iu this bohalf by the Qovemor General 

in Council for the amendment of any electoral roll for the time being in fence, 
and the Governor General iu Council may, ai any time after any such applica- 
tion has been made in resjiect of on electoi^l roll, by notification in the Gazette, 
direct the preparation of u list of jmendnicntb thereto, and all the provisions 
of this rule shall apply in the case of every such list in like manner as they 
apply in the case ot eleoionil rolls: 

Provided that, w'hore any -sUch application is made for the coirection of an 
existing entry iu the electoral roll the said authority is satisfied after 
such inquiry us the Governor General in Council may by regulation prescribe 
that the e)itry relates to the applicant and is erroneous or defective in any 
particular, he may amend the roll or cause it to be amended accordingly.

10. Bight to vote, — (1) Every i>erson registered on the electoral roll for the 
time being in force for any constituency shall, while so registered, be entitled 
to vote at an election of a member or members for that constituency : 

Provided that — * 

(a) no person shal! vote ai any general election in more than one general 
constituency, 

(b) no persdh shall vote at any election if he is subject to any disability 
stated in r^e 7, and 

• (c) no person shall vote at any electio}i if on the date on which the poll is 

•taken be is undergoing a sentence of transportation, penal servitude or imprison- 
nient.

(2) If any p«?rPon is, in the course’ of fhe hearing of Mf'eleoticm petition, 
under these rules proved to have voted at the hectical in contravention of the

11. Nomination ci candidates.- — (1) Any person may be nominated as at 
candidate for election in any constituenev for which he is eligible for election 
under these rules. 

(2) The Governor General in Council or where the Government of a Proving 
consents to the entrustiueiit of the fimcti<ai to itself such Government shall 
appoint for each constituency — 

(a) a date, not later than the faurteentb day after the date of the notidca* 
ti(XL calling upon the couetituenc}* to elect a Aiember, for the nomination of 
candidates; 

(b) a further date, not later th<in tiie seventh day after the first-mentioned 
date, lor the scrutiny of nominations; and 

(e) b further date or dates on which a poll shall, if necessarr* be taken; * 
and the dates so appointed shall be notified in the constituency in such manner 
at. the Governor General in Council or the Government of the Province, as the 
case may be, thinka fit. 

(3) On or before the date so appointed for the nomination of candidates 
each candidate shall, either in person or by his proposer and seconder together, 
between the hours of eleven o'clock in the forenoon and three o'clock in the 
afternoon, deliver to the Beturninc Officer or to such other person Uq may be,' 
authorised in this behalf by reguHitlou a nomination paper completed in the 
form prescribed in Schedule Til and subscribed bv the candidate himseJI ns 
assenting to the nomination and by two persons os proposer and seconder whose 
names are registered on the electoral roll of the constituency. 

(4) Any person whose name is registered on the electoral roll of the con- 
stituenoyi and who is not subject to any disability stated in rule 7, may sub- 
scribe, as proposer or seconder, na many nominntion papers as there are, vtioan- 
cies to bo filled but no more. 

(5) Everj- nomination paper delivered under sub-rule (3) s hall be accom- 

panied by a declaration in writing subscribed by the candidate that the candi- 
date has appointed. or does thereby appoint as his election agent for the elec- 
tion either himself or some one other person who is not disqualified under 
these rules for the appointment and who shell be named in declaration; 
and no candidate shall be deemed to be duly nominated unless such declaration ■ 
is delivered along with the nomination paper. ' 

(6) Any iiomlnation paper whii^ is not received before three o’clock in the 
afternoon on the date appointed by the Governor General in Council or the 
Government of the Province, as the case may be, for the nomination of candi- 
dates shall be rejected. 

(7) The Betuming Officer or other person authorised shall, on receiving ri 
nomination paper under sub-rule (3). inform the persem or||>ersonB delivering 
the same of the date, hour and place appointed for the scrutiny of nominations, 
and shall enter in the nomination paper its serial number end shall sign thereon 
{• certificate stating the date on which ond the hour at which the nomination 
paper has been delivered To him; and shall, as soon ats may be 'hereafter, cause 
to be offixed in some conspicuous place in his office a noticb^^of the nomination 
containing descriptions, similar to those contained in the nfimination paper, both 
of the candidate and of the persons w'ho have subf^cribed the nomination paper 
as proposer and seconder.

(8) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature by notice in writing sub- 
scribed by him and delivered lo ihe Returning Officer or other person authorised 



on dk bef<»e three o'clook in the afternoon on the date succeeding that appoii^^' 
ed bj^the Governor General in Council or the Government oi the Province, 
the case may be, for the scrutiny of n^ninationa. A candidate who has with* 
drawn his candidature shall not be allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to 
re>nominated as a candidate for the same election. 

(9) The Betuming Officer (a other person authorised ^all, on receiving ^ 
notice of withdrawn! under sub-rule (8), as soon as may be, cause a noti^® 
of the withdrawal lo be affixed in some conspicuous place in his offiqp. 

J.2. D^poeit <M 1 nominatiOB.— ^1) On or before the date appointed for the non^i' 
nation candidates, each candidate shall deposit or cause to be deposited 
with the Betuming Officer the sum Hve hundred rupees in cash or in Go^* 
ernment Promissory Notes of equal value at the market rate of the day; and 
candidate shall Ke deemed to be duly tioiniuated unless such deposit has beP^ 
made. « 

(2) If a candidate bv whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to in su^* 
rule (1) has been made withdraws his candidature in the mamier and witlpp 
•the time specified in sub-rulo (8) of rule 11, or if the nomination of any suP/^ 
jiandidate is refused, the deposit shall be returned to the person by whom 
was made; and, if any candidate dies before the commencement of the pct‘h 
anv such deposit, if made by him, diall be returned to his legal representati^® 
or, if not made by the candidate, shall be returned to the person by whom 
was made. 

(5) If a candidate by whom at on whose behalf the deposit referred to^ 
sub-rule (1) has been made is not elected and the number of votes polled Py 
him does not exceed one-eighth of the total number of votes polled, the depoP^l' 
shall be forfeited to the Government. 

(4) For the purpose of sub-rule (3), the number of votes polled shall 
deemed to be the number of ballot lepers, other than spoilt ballot papefB» 
counted: and, where the election is held according to the system of proportioi^l 
representati<m by means of the single transferable vote, the number of vo<®8 
polled by a candidate shall be the number of votes polled by him as fif^t 
preferences. 

(6) If d candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to 
Buh-rule (11 has been made is elected and thereafter his seirt is declared vac'^*^^ 
under these rules owing to his failure to make the oath or affirmation here'^* 
after pre««cribed, the deposit shall be forfeited to the Government. 

(6) The deposit made iti respect of a candidate who ie not elected shall, 

,*t is not forfeited under sub-rule (3), be returned to the candidate or to f"® 
person who has made the deposit on his behalf, as the case mev be, as 8(7^^ 
‘a*, may be after the publication of the result of the election in the Gasetl®» 
aiiH tile deposit made in respect of a candidate who is elected sh^ll»

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Provided that no fresh nommatiou shall be necessary in the oaae of a Candi- 
date who stood nominated at the time of the countermanding of the ]>611. 

14. Fiocedure eleobion. — ^1) If the number of candidates who are duly 
nominated and who have not withdrawn their candidature in the manner and 
within the time specified in sub-rule (8) of rule II exceeds that of the vacancies 
a poll shall be taken. 

(2) If the number of Buoh candidates ia equal to the number of vacanciea, 

all such candidates shall be declared tc be duly elected. i, 

(8) li the number of such candidates is less than the number vacanciesn 
all such candidates, if anyj shall be declared to be elected, and the Govemofi 
General shall, by & notification in the Gazette, call upon the constituency to 
elect a person or persons, as the case niay be, Vithin such time ab may be 
prescribed by the notification: 

Provided that where the constituenoy, having already been called upon 
under this sub-rule, has failed to elect a person or the requisite number o£ 
jiersons, as the case may be, to fill tiie vacancy or vacancies, the Governor Gen* 
vral shall not be bound to call again upon the constituency to elect a person 
or persons until such time, if uny, as he thinks fit. 

(4) Votes shall be given by ballot, and in geneml oonstituenelea in person : 

Provided that the Governor General in Ck>uncil may — 

(a) in the case ot any specified general constituency or ot any specified part 
ot any general constituency, or 

(b) in I’espect of any per<!on attending at a polling-station in any constituenoy 

under the orders of, or under authtmiy from the Beturning Officer of such cozi» 
stituency, ^ 

by regulation direct that votes may be given otherwise than in person : 

Provided, further, that no votes shall be received by proxy. 

(3) Tu plural-member coustituencies evei^ elector shall have as many votes 
as there are members to be elected, but no elector shall give more then one 
vcAe io any one oandidute except m the case of the p’uial-meTobeT censtitAi- 
encies in the presidenej of Bombay, in which constituencies any elector may 
accumulate hia votes upon one candidate or distribute them amongst the candi- 
dates as he pleases : 

Provided that in the Bengal (Europeiml constituency the election shall be 
made according to the principle of proportional representation by means of 
the single transferable vote, and votes slrtll be given in accordance with regu- 
lations made in that behalf by the Governor General in Council.

Officer and each candidate, the election agent of each candidate, and one 
representative of each candidate authorised in writing by the candidate shall 
have a right to be present at the time of counting.

f9) The Beturning Officer shaM without delay report the result of the election 
to the Secretary jto the Government of India in the Tjeeislgtive Department, 
and the name or names of ih^ candidate or candidates elected shall be pub- 
lished in the Gosette. 



1\ Eegulatlons regaining the conduct of electione. — (i) Subject*^ to the 
provinouB of these rules the Governor Geueml in Council shall make regulations 
in regard to the following matters, namely: —

• (7) for the procedure to be followed in respoct of tender of votes by persons 

representing themselves to be electors after other persons have voted as such 
electors, 

(8) for the scrutiny ot votes, 

(9) for the sate custody of ballot paiiers and other election papers, for the 
period for Avluch such papers ahitll be preserved, and for the inspection and 
production of such papers, and 

(10) for the conduct of elections generally : 

• Provided that the regulations in regard to the said matters which were in 
force immediately before the Ist April, 1937, shall continue in force but may 
be revoked, varied or added to by r^dation's made under this sub-rule: 

Provided, further, that powers conferred and duties imposed on the Local 
Government or its officers by the regutations in force immediately before the

(a) the petitioner shall where the appHcatioii has been made to the ComxniS' 
sinners be ordered to pay the costs of the respondent theretofoi'e incurred or such 
portion thereof as the Commissioners mav think fit ; 

(b) notice of the withdrawal shall be published in the Irftrette by the 
Governor General or b 3 the Coznmlasioneis as the ease may be; and 

(c) any person who might himself have been a petitioner may, within four- 
teen days of such publication, apply to be substituted as petitioner in place of 
the party vi ithdrawing, and, uixni complmnce with the conditions of rgle 85 as 
to security, shall be entitled to be so substituted and to continue the proceedings * 
upon such terms as the Commisioners ma^ think fit. 

40. Abatement or Bubetltutloa on death of petitioner. — (1) An election 
petition shall abate only on tlu* death of the sole petitioner or of the survivor 
of several petitioners : 

Provided that, w'here such sole petitioner was an officer empowered under 
clause (b) of sub-rule (1) of rule 32, the proceedings may be continued by any 
other officer empowered in this behalf by the Governor General in Council. 

(2) Notice of the abatement of an election petition shall he published in the 
Gazette by the Ooinmissiouerb or, if the petition abates before any Cotnmie- 
sioner has been appointed, by the Governor General. 

(8) Any person who might himself Imve been a petitioner may, w'ithin four- 
teen days of such publication, apply to be substituted as petitioner, and, upon 
compliance with the conditions of rule 85 as to security shall be entitled to be 
so substituted and to continue the {iroceedings upon such terms as the Com- 
missioner may think fit, 

41. Abatament of subfftttntloa on death of xeepondent. — If before the con- 
clusion of the trial of an election petition the respondent dies or gives notice 
that he does not intend to oppose the petition, the Commissioners shall cause 
notice of such event to be published in the Gazette, and thereupon any person 
who might have been a petitioner may, within fourteen days of such publicatim, 
apply to be substituted for such respondent to oppose the petition, and shall 
be entitled to continue the proceedings upon such terms as the GomniRStoners 
may think fit. 

42. BaCTlmlnaUoiL when seat claimed. — (1) Where at an inquiry into an 
election petition any candidate, other than the returned candidate, claims the 
seat for himself, the returned condidate or any other party may give evidence 
to prove that the election of such candidate would have been void if he had 
been the returned candidate and a petition had been presented complaining of 
his election : 

Provided that the returned candidate or such other party as aforesaid shar 
* not be entitled to give such evidence unless he has, within fourteen days from 
the date of the publication of the election petition under clause (b) of sub-rule 
f2) of rule 36, given notice of his intention to the Commissioners and made the 
deposit and procured the execution of the bond referred to in rules 86 and SB, 
respectivelv. 

(21 Everv notice referred to in B\ib-r«le (1) shall be accompanied bv the 
statement and list of particulars required by nde 38 in the case of an election 
celiiion end shall be signed and verified in like mannei. 
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4 B.\AtteQdaiice ol Law Officers. — ^When at an inquiry into an election petition 
the Co^tmiBsioners eo order, the Advocate General or some person acting under 
his instructions shall attend and take such part therein as they may direct. 

Explanation . — “Advocate General" means the Advocate General for the 
Federation or, where the Government of a Province consents to the entrustment 
of his functions to the Advocate General for a Province, the Advocate General 
for such Province. 

44. Grounds lot declaring electicm void. — (l) Save as hereinafter provided in 
th is q Oe , if in the opinion of the Commias’ oners — 

(a) the election of a returned candidate has been procured or induced, ot 
the result of the election has been inatenaliy affected, by a corrupt practice, or 

(b) any corrupt' practice specidod in Part I of Schedule V has been com- 
mitted, or 

(c) the result of the election has been materially affected by the improper 
acceptance or refusal of any nomination or by the improper reception or refusal 
of a vote or the reception of any vote which is void or by any non*eompliance 
^itb the provisions of the Act or the rules or regulations made hereunder, or 
by any mistake in the use of any form annexed thereto, or 

(d) the election has not been a election by reason of the large number 
of cases in which undue influence or bribery, within the meaning either of 
Part I or of Fart II of Schedule V has been exercised or committed, 

the election of the returned candidate shall be void. 

(2) If the Gomitiissioners report that a returned candidate has been guilty 
by an agent (otlier than his election agent) of any corrupt practice specified in 
Pavt I of Schedule V, but further report that the candidate has satisfied them 
that^ 

(a) no corrupt practice was committed at such election by the candidate or 
his election agent, and the corrupt practices mentioned in the report were com- 
mitted contrary to the orders and without the sanction or connivance of such 
candidate or his election agent, and 

(b) such candidate and hie election agent took all reasonable means for 
preventing the commission of corrupt practices at such election, and 

(c) the corrupt practices mentioned in the said report were of a trivial, un- 
important and limited character, or took the form of customary hospitality which 
did not affect the result of the election, and 

(d) in all other respects the election was free from any corrupt practice on the 
part of such candidate or any of his agents. 

then the Commissioners may find that the election of such candidate is not void. 

41^ Beport of Oommtsloners and procedure thiereon.— (1) At the conclusion 
of the inquiry, the Commissioners shall report whether the returned candidate, 
or any other party to the petition who has, under the provisions of these rules, 
daimed the seat, has been duly fleeted, and in so reporting shall have regard to 
the provisions of rule 44. 

(2) The report shall further include a recommendation by the Commissioners 
as to the total amount of costs which are payable and the person by and to 
whom such costs shoul^ be paid, Such recommendation may include a recom- 
mendation for the payment to the Advocate General or a perstai acting under 
his instruotlons, attending in pursuance of an order made under rule 43, of 
coats in respect of that attendance, but shall not include a recommendation 
for the payment o^ costs in respect of any other Government expenditure in 
Connection with the jpguiry.

(tj "previous year" means the financial year preceding that in which the 
electoral roll or the list of amendments thereto, as the case may be, for the 
time being under preparation is first published under these rules; 

(f) "urban area" means a municipelity or notified area as defined in the 
United Provinces municipalities Act, 1916, or a town area as defined in the 
United Provinces Town Area Act, 1914, or a cantonment as defined in the 
Cantonments Act, 1910. 

. 2. Joint faznlUes. — (11 Where property-^s held or payments are made Jointly 
by the members of a joint family or joint tenancy, the family or tenancy shall 
be adopted as the unit for dec'ding whether under this Part the requisite quali- 
fication exists; and, if it doe^ exist, the person qualified shall be, in the case 
of a Hindu joint family, the manager thereof and, in other oases, the member 
nominated in that behalf by the family or tenancy concerned.

4. Besidenpa.— A person s^jall be deemed to have a place of residence withiir 
the limits of a constituency if he — 

(a) ordinarily lives within those limits, or 
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(b) omintains within those limits a dwelling house ready for occupation' and 
occasionally oooupi^ it.

Sbgtioe I. 

1. These regulations shall apply to the preparation of electoral rolls for 
all constituencies except the European, Landholders' uucl Indian Commerce 
constituencies. 

* 2. There shall be a soparute roll for each constituency. The electoral roll 
'for each constituency shall contain the foUowing particulars, «i 0 ., the elector’s 
name, lather's or kamavan's or husband's name, address, and qualification. 
It shall be inauitoined in Fomi I annexed and shall be divided into parts for 
each registration urea comprised in the constituency and each part shall be 
•divided into sections for each polling area within the registration area. Each 
polling area in a registration area shall be separately numbered and the electors 
in each poL'ing area sliali be numbered in one series. The villages in each 
rural polling area shall arranged alphabetically and tiie names in each village 
shall be arranged alphabetically. In municipal areas, the electors shall be 
arranged alphabetically for each polling ama. 

3. Each electoral roll shall be kept in the vernacular of tlie district, provided 
that the Local Government may direct that any particular roll or part of a 
roll may be kept in any language or languages. 

• 4. (a) The City of Madras, each mufassal municipality and each revenue 

'division of a district, excluding the municipal areas in such division, shall be 
a separate registration area. 

(b) The Commissioner of the Corporation of Madras for the City of Madras, 
the executive authority of the Municipal Council for each mufassal municipality 
and the Revenue Divisional Officer for each revenue division shall be the 
registration officers :

poser or seconder to comply with anv of the provisions of rule 11 or rule 12. 

(2) For the purposes of this regulation^ — 

(a) the production of any certified, copy of an entrs made in the electoral r<>ii 
of any constituency shall be conclusive evidence of the right of any elector nam^ 
ui- that entry to stand for election or to subscribe a nomination paper, as the case 
rosy be. unless it is Koved that the candidote is disqualified under rule 5 or rm© 
rule 6 or, us the case mav be, that the proposer or seconder is a person who^e 
name is not registered on the electoral roll of the constituency or is subject to 
any disability stated in nile 7, and 

(bl where a pdlrson has subscribed wheth«* as proposer or seconder a larger 
number of nomination papers than there are yacancies to be filled, those of 

papers so subscribed which hare been first receiyed, up to the numbhr 
of vacancies to be filled, shall be deemed to be valid. 

(3) Nothing contained in clause (li) <n* clause (iii) of sub-regulation (1^ shqn 
be deemed to outhcffiae the re^a) of the nomination of any candidate on tlj© 
ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate h^^ 



leeii duly nominated b} meaiib of another nomiuatiou paper in respect of which 
no irregularity has been committed. ^ 

&• (1) The Keiuming Officer bViali t'lidorhe on eauli nuinjiiutiou paper hie deci> 
sioi accepting or rejectong tlie same and» it the nomination paper is rejected, 
shall record in writing a brief statement of his reasons for such rejection. 

(2) Ihe scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf under 
clause (b) ot sub-riile (2) of rule 11 and no adjoumnieut of the proceedings shall 
be allowed. 

9. On completion of the serutim ot nomination and after tli© expiiN of the ~ 
period within w'hicb candidatures may be withdrawn under sub-rule (8) of rule 
11. the Iletuming Officer shall forthwith prepai'e a list of persoua nhose nomma> 
tions have not been rejected and w)io ha\e not withdrawn tlnyr candidature and 
cause it to be affisted in some consplououa place In his office. 

10. If the minibev of f*vK‘ 1\ fyersons is greater than the number of vacancies, 
the Eeturning Officer shall forthwith publ^ in the nuniner prescribed in regula- 
tion 3 a list in Form II of the names in alphabetical order -of the candidates as 
given in the nomination paper. The alphabetical order is to be determined with 
▼elerence to the older of the 6\uiuunes (t.e.. Axumes proper) of the candidates.

It may be 
cloeed lor an hour between these limits at ihe dibcretion of tl\e Betuming' Officer. 

IS. Tlie ■PetuTixing Offivev mr.y for sufficient cause and with the previous con- 
sent of the r.ocal Clox-rnment, postpone the date or extend the period fixed fof 
polling. 

14. The Eet\u'ning Officer shaU iippoint one polling station for each polling 
-area in each constituency and shall appoint a presiding officer for each polling 
station and sxich other persons (h^inafter referred to as polling officers) to assist 
the presiding officer as he thinks necessaiy. 

15. The presiding officer shall keep onler at the polling station, nhull see that

ed for closing under regulations 12 and 13. so aa to prevent the admission thereto 
of any elector after that hour. ^ 

(2) No hftllot paper shall be issued after that hour but any electoi who has 
received his ballot paper before that hour shall be allowed a reasonable op 3 X)r- 
tunitsi to record his vote. 

18. Each polling station shall be furnished with such number of compart^ 
ments in which electors can r^pord their votes screened from observation, as th^ i 
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Jtetorning Officer thinks necessarv. Ae far as possible, separate compartments 
and separate entrances and exits sha^l, where octioii is not taken under Kcgiila- 
tion 18-A, be provided for ^omen electors. 

18-A. Kotwithatnn.du»^ anythmg hcreinliefore contained, the Ketuvning Officer 
may, at his discretion, it a sufficient number of womm siiitabie and n-illing to act 
AS presiding and polling officers are available, provide a separate polling station 
for taking the votes of the women electors for any polling area or make siich other 
armiigements as may he iiece^JBnrr to ensure the privacy ot such electors. In 
such coses women o^y shall be appointed to act as presiding and iK>lling officers 
in respe.ct of the votes of tlie women electors concerned. Except the police 
or other public servants on duty, no candidate, agent of a candidate or other 
person who is not a woman shall be admitted into or be present at such polling 
station or the place where the votes of such women electors are taken, as the 
case may be. 

19. The Iletuniing Officer shall pi-ovidcd at each tjolliug station materialji suffi- 
cient for the piir])Ose of ennbling electors to mark the ballot papers, as many 
ballot boxes as may be necessary , and copies of the electoral roll or such part 
thereof ns contaii^s the names of the clectois entitled to vote at such station. 

20. Every ballot box shall he so constructed that the ballot papers can he 
introduced therein buti e.annot be withdrawn therefrom without the box being un- 
locke«i. The )}rosiding officer at any polling station, iminediately before the com- 
Tneneement of the pell, shall show the h.allot box ompty to such persons as may 
be present in aiich station so that they may see that it is empty, and shall then 
look it up, and place liis seal upon it in such manner as to pre'ent its being open- 
<*d without breaking such seal, and shall place it in his 'view for the receipt of 
hnHot papers and keep it so locked and sealed. 

(21 Before the polling station is open for the recording of votes the presididg

21. (1) Every l-ml’ot. paper shall he in Fonn Til and shall have u counterfoil 
attacfied to it which shall be In Form TTT-A. The ballot paper shall have the 
names of the candidates in the order In which thev appear in Form 11. If there 
are two candidates whoso names are the seme, they shall be distinguished by the 
addition of their occupation or in some other way. Ballot papers ‘‘hall be printed 
in such language or languages ae the Betiiming Officer may consider necessary.

24. (1) If the elector states that he cannot record his vote without assistance, 
khe presiding officer shall ascertain from him for whom he 'wishes to 'vote and shall 
niark his ballot pa^er accordingly and give it to h]m to be put ih>the ballot box. 
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(2) In the cose ci every elector whoRi* ballot paper is marked in thib n\ftnner 
by the presiding officer, a note shall be made on the counterfoil, Torm III-A, by 
the presiding officer of the reason why it was so marked. * 

25. (1) Wlien u person presents himself to vole and at any time before a ballot 
paper is supplied to him tlie pi'esiding officer or polling officer may, of his own 
accord, and shall, if so required by o candidate or polling agent, put to such per> 
son any or all of the following questions: —

(ii) Have \ou alreedv voted at the present election in this constituency

and the person shall not be supplied w*ith a ballot paper unless he gives an un- 
qualified answer to the question or questions put to him and unless his answer 
to the first question is in the affirmative, the second q;jestion in the negative, and 
at fi general election, the third question also in the negative. 

(2) Except as mentioned herein, every pei^ou whose name is fouq^ q|i the 
electoral roll shall bo entitled to be supplied with a ballot paper. 

26. if i< pei'Bon rcpvesunting himself to be a ])articular elector named on the 
electoral roll applies for a ballot paper after another person has voted as such 
elector, the applicant shall, after duly answering such questions as the presiding 
officer may aslr, be entitled to receive a ballot paper in the same manner as any 
other elector, fiuch ballot paper (hereiunfter referred to as a tendered ballot 
paperl shall be of a colour different from the other ballot papers, and, insteaij of 
b^ing put into the ballot box, shall bo given to the presiding officer and endoraed 
by him with the name of the elector and his number on the electoral roll and the 
name or nvunber of the doctoral orea to which the roll relates and shall be set 
aside in a separate pocket and shall not be counted bv the Hetuming Officer.

he is unable to write, to affix hi« thiunb irnpression thereto and may TOrther re- 
quire such person to produce evidence of identification . If such person on being 
questioned in the manner provided in repilntion 25 gives unqualified answers to 
the first question in the iiffirmative and the other qnestierm in the negative, he 
shall be allowed to vote after he has been informed of the penaltv for personntiou. 
The presiding officer shall make a note of the circumstances, and of his decision 
on the list of challenged votes ^ .

28. An elector who has jnadxertenth dealt with his ballot paper in such 
maniior that it cannot conxeniently be used as o ballot paper, may, ou deliiering 
it to the presiding officer and satisfying bim of the inadvertenpe, obtain another 
ballot paper in place of the spoilt papor, and the latter shall, together with its 
c.'uutortoil, be marked as cancelled. 

29. A presiding officer, polling officer, or polling agent, or public servant W'ho 
is on duty at a polling station at which he is not entitled to vote shall, if he is 
certified by th^ Betuming Officer of the constituency concerned to bo entitled to. 
vote ut the election, be allow4^ to record his vote at that polling station. The 
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n prrtrt of the polling station at which he would otherwise have been entitled to 
vole tball be outered in the counterfoil of the ballot paper together with the other 
jitifticulars to be entered therein. 

(1; Such ballot paper bhall be placed in an envelope and sealed by the 
presiding officer and returned with the certificate referred to in regulRti<Mi 29 to 
the Jletuming Officer w'ho is concerned with the counting of votes and such Be- 
tuming Officer shall cause such vott* to be included among the other vote** given 
ior the candidate designated by the elector.

82. The packets shall be accompanied by it statement in Form VI made by 
lhe presiding officer and eucloeed m a separate cover, showing the number of 
ballot papers entrusted to him, and accounting for them under the heads of 
ballot papers in the ballot box, unused, spoilt, and tendered ballot papers, and 
4)nllnt paperh deolt with uitder regulation 29. 

33. Subject to any diiections given in that behalf by the Betum’ng Officer, 
the packets and statements shall be forwarded b.\ the presiding officer to the 
Commissioner ot the Corporation of Madras in the Madras City and to the 
divisional or teluq officer as the Betuming Officer may direct in the mufassal. 
Each packet shall be numbered and shall bear a note as to its contents and the 
lijime of the polling station.

85. (1) Not less than fifteen clear da>8 heiore the date fixed for the poU, the 
Betuming Officer' shall issue through the registered post, ncld.ewledgment due. 
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« deelaration paper and h ballot paper to eucli electoi co cue aJilree>b cjiterod 
against his name in the electoral roll, unle&s the elector hub, since the publioa' 
tion of the rd.1, given intimation of any change in his address in the manner 
prescribed in sub-regulaUon (3). 

(2) Any elector wishing to Intimate any change in his address as entered 
against his name m the electoral roll shall do so through a Taluk Magistrate, 
Deputy Tahsildai’ or Stationary Sub-Magistrate having jurisdiction over the 
place mentioned ui such address. The iutimaton bhall be given iu writing aijd 
shall be sigued by the elector beiore the officer aforesaid. If the elector is not 
personally knovit t(3 such officer, he shall be identified b% two respectable 
-wltaesBes ^ho shall also sign the mtimat .011 ae having identified the eloctw. 
For the purpose of ideutifieatimi, Uie testimony of the village officers of the 
village in which tlie elector resides shall be accepted as sufficient. The officer 
before whom the elector signs the intimauon shall forward it himself to the 
lltituming Officer of the constitucne\ I'oncemed. 

Thi provisions of this aub-reguUtion shall apply mutaiia mutandis t^lienever 
the elector wishes to intimate am ^ubBequellt change ni his address. 

36. The ballot paper shall be in Fomi Vlll and the declaration ' paper in 
Form YIII-A. The ballot paper shall have the names ot tlie candidates in the 
order in wdiich they appear in Form TT. If there are two oand dates whose 
names are the same, they shall be distinguished bv the addition of their occupa- 
tion or in some other way. The bailor papers shall be printed in such language 
or languages as the lietum.ng Officer may consider necessary. The same serial 
number shall be entered on the face of ^e declaration paper and on the back 
of the ballot paper. To each elector shall be issued the declaration pap^ sod 
the ballot paper whose serial numbers correspond \o the number which the 
elector bears on the electoral roll. 

37. Before the ballot paper is issued to an elector, the Returning Dfficer 
ahalV^ 

(a) have the name of the elect(»' entered on the declaration paper; and 

(b) place a mark against the name of the elector concerned iu the electoral 
roUi or the copy of it, used for the purpose of election. 

38. With the ballot paper, the Betuming Officer shall send a cover addressed 
to himself in Form IX, and envelope with the number of the ballot paper 
entered on its face and a letter in Form X. The Returning Officer shall have 
she number of the ballot paper entoied at the left-hand bottom comer of the 
cover in Fomi IX. 

39. Each elector, upon receipt ot bis ballot paper, if he desires to vote in 
the election, shall sign the declaration iu the declaration paper and record hia 
vote on the ballot paper by placing a mark against the name of the candidate 
or candidates of his choice. 

40. The elector shall then enclose the ballot paper in the envelope and stick 
It up and encloso the envelope and the declaration paper in the cover and send 
the cover by registered post to the Return ng Officer so as to reach him not later 
than the day and the latest liour fixed for the poll. The cover received after 
such day and liour as well as covers received by unregistered post shall be 
rejected *.. 

Provided that, at hie option, the elector may in person or by messenger 
deposit the cover in a ballot box which slmll be prov'ded at the office of the 
Returning Officer on the day and during the hours fixed for the x)oll. 

41. (I) if an elector is incapacitated from blindness or other physical cause 
from voting in the manner prescribed above, it shall be competent for h‘m to 
record his vote bv the hand of anv of the officers or other per<«ons ment oned 
hereunder' and si»ch officer or o^l’or rierso" eb"ll, nn the declararon pap^r, 
certify the incapacity and attest the fact of his haying been requested by the 
elector to mark the ballot pap^r for him, and of its having been so marked by* 
him in the presence of the elector. 
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(2) The following officers or other persons tire empowered to nttest votes of 
iooapaditsted electora under this reguIatiMi: — 

(1) District and taluq board members and municipal couuciUora. 

(ii) Gentlemen who bear a title conferred or recognised bv the Government 
of India. 

(iii) Membeib of the Legislative Council of the Governor of Madras, of the 
Iiegislative Assembly and of the Ccuncil of State. 

(iv) StipendiaL',\ IVIagistrates other than a village magistrate, Judges of the 
Court of Small Causes, Madras, and the City Civ.l Court, Madras, Sub-Judges, 
District Munsifs, District Registrars and Sub-Registrars. 

42. (1) An elector who has not received his ballot and other connected 
papers sent b>' post or whose papers, before the*r despatch back to the Returning 
Officer have been 'inadvertently spoilt in such manner that bhe> cannot be 
conveniently used, or uho bus lost his papers, may apply in the manner pres- 
cribed in sub-regulation (2) for new papers in place of those not received, spoilt 
or lost and if the papers have been epo'It, the spoilt papers shall be returned to 
the liotuming Officer who shall cancel the same on receipt. In every case 
where new papers are issueil, a mark shall be placed against the name of the 
elector in the copy of the roll refei^d to in clause (b) of regulation 37 to denote 
that new papers liave been issued hi place of those not received, spoilt or lost. 

(2) Any elector applying tor new papers under sub-regulation U) shall sign a 
declaration to the effect that he has not received his ballot and otbei‘ connected 
papers or that they have been bpoilt or lost, as the case may be. before a Taluk 
Magistrate. Depl^t,^ Tabsildar <x Stationary Sub-Magistrate having jurisdiction 
over the place mentioned, in the address ns entered against the elector's name 
in the electoral roll or as intimated under sub'regulution (2) of regulat'on 35, 
as the case may be. If tlie elector is not personally known to such officer, 
shall be idontiffed by two respectable witnesses who’ shall also sign the declara- 
tion us .having identified the elector. For the ^purpose of identification, the 
testimony of the village officers of the village in whicli the elector residea shall 
1^ accepted as sufficient. The officer before whom the elector signs the declara* 
iioQ shjall forw'ord it himself to the Returning Officer of the constituency con* 
eemed. 

• No election shall be invalidated by reason that on elector bos not received 
his ballot paper provided thot a ballot paper has been issued to him in accord-^ 
ance with these regulations.

d4. The Returniug Officer shall, as soon as may be practicable, appoint a 
date which bliaU be not later than fift^n days from the date of the poll, and 
the time and jilace for the counting of voteb onrl shall give notice in writing 
thereof to all candidates and election agents 

(1) No person shall be allowed to bo present at the couiitin«f of votes 
ejseept the Returning Officer ond such persons as he may appoint to assist him 
*n counting the votes, and such other pernons aa have a right to be present 
nnder sub-rule (6) of rule 14. 

(2) No person shall be appointed to assist in counting the votes who has been 
Employed by or on behalf of anv candidate for any purpose whnisoever connected 
With the election. i 

_ On the day and at the time appointed under regulation 44 the Heturning 
Officer shall, before he commences to count the votes, read the provisions of 
section 14 of the Indian Flections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, to such 
persons as mav be ’present, and shall then proceed as follows: —

The Judge, on receipt o£ u elftim or objection lodgtsd in the manner hereijj- 

preecnbed and by a person entitled to lodgf^ such claim or objection, shall fix 
a date und place for hearing the seme and shall give notice of such date an^ 
place to vhe clunmant or objector; Collector N?ho prepared the roll ahaU b© 
made a party to such claim or objection if not already a party thereto and ehan 
be supplied ^ith a copy of the claim objection and with notice of the date 
and place fixed for hearing. Where objection is taken to the entry of any 
person on the register, h eop\ of the objection with notice of the date an^ 
place fixed for hearing shall be sent to such person. A cop} of the claim 
objection with notice of the date and place fixed for hearing shall be jilaced Ojx 
the Judge’s notice board. 

(3) Where any copy or notice is to be sent under sub-ieguhition (2), such copy 
or notice shall be* sent by post to a claimnnt or objector to tho addroKS given 
the claim or objection, and to a person to the entry of wlicse nuinc objection ig 
taken, to the address given in the electoral rtill; a copy or notice so sent shall 
be deemed to have been duU served. 

(4) The parties shall produce before the Judge the evidence on which they 
rely.

(5) Where a claim oi object’on is based upon any nght, title or interest in 
anything and such right, title or interest is dUpiited, if the* Judge is of opinion 
that the dispute cannot be determined summarily but should bo adjudlcatej 
upon bj a civil court, he shall reject such claim or objection.

(8) If the Judge is unable to dispese of the claiii.e and objections mu^e

Court Judge in the case of the City of Bornbaj, and in the case of any oth^r 
area ^ a «uboi<\hiixte judge or joint or additienni suborditiale judge iwvviTjg 
jurisdiction within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Judge making suQh 
transfer; or may appoint such number of practising advocates, vakifa or plaadei-j^ 
as he shall consider necessary for disposing of the said claims and objectior,B 
within the said period.

(3) The amended roll and the of additions shall be published in tljg 
niauiipr prescribe^ in regulation 2 of this Part foi the publication of the electoral 
loll, on or before s,ych date as niav be appointed bv the liOcol Government in 
this behalf. 

8. AmsndiSd roll conclusive proof. — The electoral roll of any constituency 
as amended and supplemented by the list of additions shall be conclusive 
evidence for the purpose of determining whether any person .is an elector 
such constituency. 



7. Pzeliinuiary publicfttioa of loU , — Jn orier to facilitate the preparation^ of 
the electoral roll under regulation 1 oi ibis Part the Local Government fnay, 
by notification in the Gazette, direct that prior to the first publication prescribed 
by regulation 2 of this Parr there shall be a preliminitry publicntion b\ the Col- 
lector of the electoral roll for each constituency «>r part of a constituency 
included within Kis jurisdiction with notice that applications for enrolment sub- 
mit'^ed within a period to be specified in the notice will be heard and decided 
by the Collector oi other officer deputed by him in this behalf. The roll shall 
then, on the expiiy <jf the above period, be revised before publication under 
regulation 2 of this Part. 

*8. Amesdiadst of foils. — (1) An application iiiider sub-rule (6) of rule 9 for 
amendment of an electoral roll published under regulaMon 5 may be made to 
the Eetummg Officer for the constituency coueenied.

1. Vomloatioa paperi.— Xommation papers la the form prescribed by rule 
11 (3) of the rules shall be supplied hy the Collector to anv elector asking for 
the saine^ 

1-A. Hcllvery of ii<milnatlon p&pei in the case of the Bombay (Xuri^euih 
OonstUuency. — In the case of the Kombey (European) Ceratituency, nomina- 
tion papers may be delivered uiidor rule 11 (3) of the rules either to the Eelurn- 
ing Officer or to the Collector of Karachi who is hereby authorised to re^’elve 
tbe some. 

2. Scrutiny of nomination papers. — On the date appointed by the Local Gov- 
ernment for the scrutniy of nominaticoib under sob-rule (2> of rule 11 tbe candi- 
dates, IheiT election agents, one propoM'r and one seconder of each candidarte, 
and one other person duly authorised in writing by each candidate, but no other 
person, may attend at such time and place as the Returning Officer may appe^t. 
Pud the Returning Officer «hall give them all reasonable faeilitiea for examining 
the nomination papers of all candidates which liave been delivered within the 
time a-id in the manner prcRcrihed iu rule 11. 

3. Disposal of objsctloiis: Rejection of noznination. — (1) 1'he Returning Officei 
shall examine the nomination papers, and i^hall decide all objections which may 
be twrtde to any nonmiation and may, either on such objection or on his owt 
motion, after auch summary inquiry- if any, as he thinks necessary, refuse 
any nomination on any of the following gtoundi= 

(i) that the candidate is ineligible for election under rule 5 or rule 6; 

(ii) that a proposer or S’^eonder is disqualified from subscribing a nomination, 
paper under siih-riile (4) of rule 11; 

(iii) that there has been anv failure fo comply with any of the provisions 
of rule 11 or rule 12;

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that the candidate or any pro}»osor or aei'ondpr is not identical with 
the person whose electoral number is gi\eu in the nomination, paper as the 
sumbfT of such candidtvte, proposer or seconder, as the ease may be; 

(v) that the signature of the candidate cr of any proposer or seconder is 
not genuine or liaa been obtained by fraud. 

(2) For tho purpose of this regulation — 

(a) the production of any certthed copy of an entry made in the electoral 
roll of any constituency shall be conclusive evideuce of the right of anv elector 
named in that entry to stand tor eUction cr to subscribe ir nomination papir, 
Ah the cose may be unless iUs proved that the candidate is disqualified under 
rule 5 or lule 6 oi, as the case may be, that the propoboi ov sfconder ii, dis-

(h) where a person has quh<?cnbed whi^ther us propoi-ei or seconder a larger 
number of nominatiou papers than there ore vacanciea to be filled, those of 
tbe papers so subscnlnd which have been first received, up to the iiuinbei 
>of vacancies to be hlled, shall be deemed to be valid. 

(3) Nothing coniauied in clause (ii), clause (iii), olnuse (iv), or clause 
^v) of ffbb'Seotion (1) shall ho deemed to authorise tbe refusal of the nomina- 
tion of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomina- 
tion paper, if tlie candidate has been duly nominated by means of another 
nomination paper in respect of which no irmgularity has been committed. 

4. Oompletloa of flcrotliiy. — (1) The Returnmg Ofheer shall endorse on each 
nomination, paper his decision accepting or rejecting the same and» if the nomi- 
nation paper is rejected, shall recoid in writing a- brief statement of his reoTOn«i 
tof such rejection. 

(2) The scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf 
under clause (b) ol suh-rule (2l o! rule 11 and no adjournment of the proceedings 
ehall 136 allowed. 

5. Preparatloii od! listfl ol valid aominatloiis. — On completion of tbe scrutiny

1. P olPrg — The Local Govominent shall uppc'int the hour at which tho 
poU shall oconiiioiiee and the hour at which it shall clos? iiii the date appointed 
for the poll under clause (c) of sub-rule {2) of rule II. Tlie hour so fixed shall 
he published by^ijptification in the Gazette and in such other manner as the 
Local Government may direct. 

2. FoUing statiood: Presiding Officer. — (1) The Collector shall select as many 
polling stations as he thinks necessary for the part of the constituenev included 
within his jurisdigtion, £ind he and the Keturniiig Officer shall publish in the 
manner prescribed by Begulstion 2, Tart II, lifts showing tHe> polling stations 
so selected, and the polling areas for which they, have respectively bean selected. 
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- (2) The CoIl<ictor shall appoint a piesiding officer for ea<'h polling station 'and 
such other persons (hereinafter referred to as polling officers) to asaist the pre> 
siding officer ns he thinks necessary. 

(3) The stinie polling stations and presiding officers may be appointed 
in rebpect of elections held simultaneously. 

3. Uaintenance of order.— ^1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the 
polling station, shall see that the election is fairly conducted, shall regulate 
the number of electors to be admitted at ^ne tune, and shall exclude all other 
persons except — 

(a) the poUiiig officers, the candidates, and one agent of each, candidate 
(hi-reinafter referred to us the polling agent) appointed in writing by the eandi* 
date and authorised in this behalf by the Returning Officer, 

(b) the police or other public aerronts on duty, and 

(c) such other persons as the presiding officer may time to time admit 
for the purpose of identifying electors. 

(2) The presiding officer shall close the polling station ut the hour appoffited 
. in that behalf by the Local Government under llegulation 1 of this Part, so as 
to prevent tlte admiaslon thereto of any voter after that hour 

4. 13606 of ballot p^er. — Ko ballot paper shall be issued after the closing 
hour appointed under Regulation 1 of thia Part, hut any. voter who has received 
hie ballot paper before that hour shall be allowed a reasonable opportunity to 
record his vote, 

6. Voting Oompartinenta. — Koch polling htartion shall be furnished with such 
number of compartmeDts. in which voters t-an record their votes screened f^om 
observation, as the Collector thinte* roccssary. 

6. Supply of election materials and ballot boxei^. — The Golleotor shall provide 
at each polling citation materials auffieisnt for the purpose of enabling voters 
to mark the ballot papers, as many ballot boxes as may be necessary, auid 
copies of the electoral roll or of such part thereof as contains the names of the 
elec'sOis entitled to vote at such station. 

7. Sealing of ballot bcm. — Kvery ballot box shall bo so constructed that the 
ballot papers can be Introduced therein but emmot be withdrawn therefrom 
without the box being unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling station, im- 
mediately before the commence of the poll, shall show the ballot box empty 
to such persons as may be present in such station, so that they may see that it 
is empty, and shall then lock it up and place his seal upon it in such manner 
as to prevent its being opened without brcakbig such seal, .and shall place it iz^ 
his view for the receipt of ballot papers and keep il so locked and sealed. 

8. Procedure before polling begins. — Before the palling i-tfttion is open for 
the recording of vot^, the presiding officer Khali read to such persons as may be 
present the provisions of* section 14 of the Indian Election Offences and Inqui- 
ries Act, 1920, and shall explain the substance thereof in the vernacular of the 
district. 

9. Procedure before ballot paper Is delivered to electors. — Immediately 
before a ballot paper is deliver^ to an elector, the number, name and descrip- 
tion of the elertor as stated in the electoral roll shall !>e ■called out, and the 
number of the elector shall be entered on the counterfoil, and a mark sKall be 
placed in a copy of the electoral roll against the number of the elector, to denote 
tliat be hits received a ballot paper but without showing the particular ballot 
paper w’hich he has received. On the counterfoil shall be eTitered the name 
of the constituency and the name or distinctive number of “the polling station 
and the signature or thumb Impresaitm of the elector. 

10. Voting. — The elector, on receiving the ballot paper, shall fw^hwith pro- 
ceed into one of the compartments in the polling station, and there mark his 
paper amd fold it up so as to conceal his vote, and shall put his ballot paper,.

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go iolded up, into the ballot box- K\ery elector shall vote without undue 
doluy and shall quit the polling station as soon as he has put his ballot paper 
into the ballot box. 

IX. .Assistaiice to etoctois. — ^The p£et»idmg officer bhall give such assistance 
as may be required to any elector who is by reason of iniirmity or illiteracy 
unable to vote in the manner prescribed. 

12. Identity of electorfl. — At any time before a ballot paper is delivered to 
an elector, the presiding officer or polling officer may, of his own accord, if he 
has reason to doubt the identity of the elector or his right to vote at such 
station, and shall, if so required by a candidate or polling agent, put to the 
elector the following questions — 

(1; Are you the person enrolled as follows (reading the whole entry from the 
roll)? and 

(2) Have you* already voted at the present election in this constituency? 
and at a general election — 

(3) Have you already voted at this g^eral eloction for the Legislative 
Assembly in any other general constituency? 

and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if be refuses to answer 
one of tlye questions and unless uiiswers the first question in the affirmative, ' 
the secoud question in the negative and, at a general eloction, the th'rd ques* 
tion also in the negative. 

13. FoiTm ol ballot paper. — Ihe ballot paper shall, in the case of Muham- 

madan and Non-Muhaminadon constituencies in Sind, be in Form, I annexed 
to these regulations. In the case of all other constituencies the ballot paper 
shall be in Form J-A annexed to these regulations. The ballot papers shall ba 
ser^Uy numbered, the serial number being printed on the counterfoil and on 
the back of the ballot paper. , 

14. Tendered votes. — If a person representing himself to be a particular 
elector named on the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper after another 
person' has voted as such elector, Uie applicant shall, after duly answering 
such questions as the presiding officer may ask, bo entitled to mark a ballot 
paper in the some mauner as any other voter. Such ballot paper (hereinafter . 
rcfevrtd to i\s a tendered ballot paper) shall, instead of being put into the ballot 
box, be given to the presiding officer and endorsed by him with the name of the 
voter and his number on rhe electoral roll and the name of the electoral area 
to winch the roll relates aud shall be set aside in a sepHrote packet and shall 
not be counted by the lletumuig Officer. The name of the voter and his 
number in the electoral roll and the uaino or distini’tive number of the polling 
station to which the roll relates shall be entered in a list in Form II annexed 
to these regulations, which shall bear the heading “Tendered Votes List". 
.The person tendering such ballot paper shajl sign his name and address thereon 
or affix his thumb impre«ejon against the entry in that list. 

15. Challenged votes. — If any polhng agent declares and undertakes to prove 
that any persou b.v implying for a ballot paper has oonunibred the oficncc of 
personatiem, the presiding ofihier m'ly require such person to enter in the list 
of challenged votes (which shall be in Form III annexed to these regulations) 
his name and nddrp«>s or, if he is unable to write, to affix his thumb impression 
thereto and may further requii'e such person to produce evidence of identifica- 
tion. If such persoT^ on being questioned in the marker previded in Begiilation 
12 of this Part answers the first question in the affirmative, and the other 
questions in the negative, he shall be allowed to vote after he has been inff,rmGd 
of the penalty for personation. The presiding officer shall moke a note of the 
circumstances an<^ of his decision on tbe list of challenged votes. 

3.6. Spoilt ballob papers. — A voter who has inadvertently dealt with his 
ballot paper in such a manner that it cannot conveniently be used as a ballot 
paper may, on. delivering it to the presiding officer and satisfying him. of the 
inadvertence, obtain another paper in place of tbe spoilt paper, and the 

latter shall, togethsr with its counterfoil, be marked as oanceUed. 



17. Voting liy officers on daty at polling stations. — X presiding officer, polling 
officer, or polling agent wbo ia on duty at a polling station at which he is not 
entitled to vote shall, it he is certified by the Collector to be entitled to vote 
at the clectwai for the constituency in connection with which he is employed 
or for aiij other ooiistituency , be ulloued to record his voto at that polling 
Station. The name of the polling atatimi at which he would otherwise have 
been entitled to vote shall be entered in the counterfoil of the ballot paper 
together wiih his number in the electoral roll for the constituency in which 
thar polling station is situated. 

18. Such ballot papers to be separately sealed and sent to Beturning Officer, 

— Such ballot paper shall be j>la<*ed in au envelope and sealed by l^e presiding 
ufficoi and returned with the certificate referred to in regulation 17 of this Part 
to the Collector who haa granted the ^xnc, and such Collector shall cause 
such boilc.t paper to be delivered to the Betumirg Officer fur inclusion among 
the valid ballot papers. 

19. Closing of poll: Despatch of ballot papers. — The presiding officer of each 
polling station, as soon us pnicticuble uftei the close of the poll shall, in the 

' presence uf any candidates or polling ageula who be pi’esent, make up into 
separate parcels and seal with his own' seal and the seal of such cemdidates or 
agents as may desire to affix their seal. — 

(1) each ballot box ni use at each station unopened btifi with rhe key 
attached ; 

(2) the unused ballot papers; 

(3) the tendered ballot papers; 

(4) the spoilt ballot papers; 

(5) the marked copy of the electoral toll; 

(6) the counterfoils of the ballot papers; 

(7) the tendered votes list; and 

(6j the list of challenged votes: 

and shall after endorsing on each packet a description of itg contents' deliver 
such packets to the Keturumg Officer, or to the Collector for aubmisbiOQ to th^ 
Beturning Officer where the Collector is not the lieturning Officer. 

20. Statement to be sent to Beturning Officer with ballot papers. — The 
packete shul^k£ acconipauied by a statement made by the piesiding officer, 
showing the number u! ballot papers entiubtrd to bun, and accounting for them 
under the beads of ballot papers in. the ballot box, unused, spoilt, and tendered 
ballot papers, and ballot papers dealt with under regulation 18 of this Part. 


PART V 

Oountisg of Votes 

1. Appointment of date, time and place for. the Counting of votes. The 

Beturning Officer shall, as soon as may be jiructicftble after the close of the 
poll, give notice in writing to all cinididutes and election agents of the date, 
time and place uppeunted by the X«ocaI Govemioem; for the counting of votes. 

2. Who may be present at the counting of votes.— No person shall be 
ailow’ed to be present at the counting ol votes except the Beturning Officer and 
such persons as he may appoint to assist him in counting the votes and such 
other persons as have a right to be present under sub-rule (6) of rule 14. 

(2) No person shall be appointed to assist in counting the votes who haa 
been employed by or on beholf of any candidate for any" purpose whatsoever 
connected with the electicMi. 

3. Scrutiny of votes: Belectlon of invalid votes: Counting ol votes: Suspen 
slon of counting of votes.— ~On the day and at the time appointed under regula- 
tion 1 of this ^ort the Beturning Officer shall, before he commenceB to count the 
votes, read the provisions qf*‘ section 14 of the Indian Elections Offences and 
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IngiHries Act, 1920, to such persouh as may be present aud shall then proceed 
At fcJfows: — 

(a) The ballot box or boxes relating to each pbHing station shall be opened 
one after another, and the Itetuniing Officer shall tt^e out the papers there- 
from, count them or cause them io be counted, and record the number thereof 
in a statement. Such statement shall not be shown to any candidate or agent. 

(^b) The Ileturning Officer shall tlieu mix together all the ballot papers so 
out from thu ballot boxes and distribute them iu convenient bundles to 
the persona appointed to assist in counting the votes. 

(c) When the ballot papers have been so distributed, but not before, the 
Betuming Officer shall allo^v the candidates and their agentb reasonbale oppor- 
tuniiv to inspect, »without handling, the ballot papers, and shall on ever.v b^lot 
paper which is wholly or partially rejected endorse the word “Bejected”. If 
any candidate or agent present queationa the correctnesg of the reiection, he 
■sh^l also record, on the ballot paper, the grounds for the rejection. No candi- 
date or agent shtrll-be allowed to see the serial number on the back of any 
ballot paper. 

(d) Th^ Upturning Officer shall, as far as practicable, proceed coiitmuously 
with the counting of the votes ; and shall, during any necessary intervals during 
-which the counting has to be suspended, place the hallot papers, packets and 
other documents relating to the election under his own seal and the seals of such 
candidates or agents as may desire to affix them, and shall cause adequate 
preoarutions to be t&^en for their custody. 

4. Grounds of rejection of ballot papers.^l) A ballot paper shall be rejected 
if — • 

(a) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the number of vacancies 
to be filled, 

(b) BO vote is recorded thereon, 

(c) it 18 void for uncertainty, * 

(d) it bears any mark by which the elector can be identified. 

(21 ^rhe decision of the Betuming Officer as to the validity of a ballot paper 
ahall be final, subject only to reversal on an election petition (‘laiming the seat. 

6. Verifleation, — ^The Betuming Officer shall not open the scaled packete of 
the tendered votes, the marked copy of ttie electoral roll or the counterfoils 
of the ballot papers. He (.halt verify the statement submitted bv the Presi- 
ding Officer under regulation 20 of Part IV by comparing it with the number 
of counted votes and rejected ballot papers, the unused ballot papers in his 
possession and the tendered votes list. He shall then reclose and reseal each 
packet which has been opened by him, and shall record on each packet a descrip- 
tion of its contents and the date of the election to which it refers. 

6, Betora. — ^The Betuming Officer shall then prepare snd certify a return 
setting forth — 

(1) the result of the verification referred to in regulation 5 of this Part, 

(2) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given, 

(3) the number of valid votes given for each candidate, 

(4) the name of the candidate elected, 

(5) the number erf votes declared invalid, and 

(6) the number of tendered votes given, 

and shall permit vjiy candidate or any representative duly imthorised undev 
sub-rule (6) of rule to take a copy or an extract from such return.

Bequlations for the Election of Meubebb to the Legislative Asseiibly 

FROM Bengal 

PreUminary 

1. Definition. — In theSe Begulatioos, which may be called the Bengal Legis- 
lative Assembly Electoral Begulations, — 

(1) "revising authority" means such perso^iB as the returning officer may 
appoint in writing to perform all or any of the duties of revis in g authority 
under these regulations in respect of any constituency or part of a constituenoy; 

(2) "attesting officer" means such officer as the local Government may, by 
notification in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform all or any of the 
duties of the attesting officer under these regulations, and includes any offiew

depilltod for the time being to perform hie duties by the attesting officer, by an 
order in writing, of which a copy shall be sent to the returning officer; 

(3) ‘'rule" means a rule included in the Legislative Assembly Electonl

The appointment of a Heiuming Officer 

2. Tho returning officers for the constitiioncies mentioned in the fir<;t column 
of Schedule I hereto annexed shall be the persons respectively specified in the 
corresponding entry in the second column thereof. 

3. (1) The person specified in the third column of the said Schedule may, 
subject to the control of the returning officer, perform all or any of the functions 
of returning officer in the constitnencics reapectively specified in the corres- 
ponding ©ntiy in ^he first column thereof: 

Provided that no such reraon idinll perform any of the functions of a return- 
ing officer which relate to the acceptance of a nomination paper or to the 
scrutiny of nominations or to the counting of votes. Unlesq the returning officer 
is unavoidably prevented from performing the same, in which case the said 
functions may be performed in anv constituency by a person specified in the 
eorrespording entry in the third column oi that Schedule. 

(2) Heferences to the returning officer in these regulations shall, unless a 
contrary intention appears, be deemed to include any person when performing 
any duty or function which he is authorised to perform \mder sub-regulation (1). 

Preparation of Blecioral Roll 

4. The electoral roll for every ccmslitueuey specified below shall be prepared 

by'^ihe authority (hereinafter referred to as the “registering authority”) noted 
against each:— ^ 

(1) a Calcutta coustituenoy, by the Chief Executive Officer, Calcutta 
Corporation; 

(2) a general constituency, other than a Calcutta constituency, — 

(a) when it comprises a single division, or port of a division extending over 
more 'than one district, by the Commiseioner of that division; 

(b) when it comprises the whole or port of more than one division, by such 
officer as the local Government may, by notification in the local official Gasette, 
appoint; 

(3) toe Landholders’ constituency, by the Af ember, Board of Revenue; 

(4) an Indian Commerce constituency, by such officer as the local Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the local officml^Gasette, appoint. 

5. For the purpose of preparing toe electoral roll the registering authority 
'may employ such agency as he thinks fit. 

6. The electoral roll of each constituent' shall be prepared in sucli form and 
in such language as may be prescribed by toe local Government. 

7. The registering authority may divide a conetituoncy into electoral areas 
for the purpose of facilitating the preparatdmi ol the electoral roll, and so much 
of the roll as relates to an electoral area may be separately prepared. 

3 . The electoral roll of every constituency specified below shall be published 
by the registering (yithority in the nmnner noted under each; — 

(1) a Muhammadan or non-Muhammadan rural constituency — 

(a) so much of the roll as relates to each chaukidori union, at the office of 
toe ponchayat; 

(b) so much «df the roll as relates to each union constituted under the Bengal 
(Vill^e Self-GoverAment Act, 1919, at the office of toe union board; 

(c) so much of the roll as relates to the jurisdiction of each police-station, at 
toe police-station; 

(d) so much of toe roll ss relates to each Bub'diviBi<m, at the sub-divisional 
office; 
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(e) BO much of the roll as relates to the area iacluded within the junsdietdon 
of each sub-registoy office, at such office: 

(f) so much of the roll as relates to each municipality, at the municipal office, 
end tile portion of the roll relating to each ward of a municipality, at a convenient 
place within the ward; 

(g) so much of the roll as relates to the area included within the jurisdiction 
of each munsif’s court, at such court, and Ihc portion of the roll relating to the 
jurisdiction of the munsifs' courts located at headquarters of districts, at the 
District Judge’s Court; 

(h) a complete copy of the roll, at the offices of the registering authority and 
€)f the returning officer; 

(2) a Muhammadan or non-Muhammadan urban constituency — 

(a) so much of the roll as relates to each municipality or cantonment, at the 
municipal or cantonment office, and the portion of the roll relating to each 
ward, at a convenient place within the ward; 

(b) a complete copy of the roll, at the offices of the registering authority and 
of the returning officer; 

(3) the European constituency — 

(a) so much of the roll as relates to each .district and sub-divisio«, at tlie 
district and sub-divisional offices, respectively; 

(b) so much of the roll as relates to Calcutta, at the office of the Chi^ 
Executive Officer, Calcutta Corporation; 

(c) a complete copy of the roll, at the offices of the — 

(i) registering authority, 

(ii) returning officer; 

(4) the Landholders’ constituency — 

4 (a) so much of the roll as relates k> each district and sub-division, at the 
district and sub-divisional offices, respectively; 

(b) so much of the roll us relates to the area included within the jurisdiction 

of each munsif’s court, at such court, and the portion of the roll relating to the 
jurisdiction of the munsifs' courts located at headquarters of cl^triots, at the 
District Judge’s Court; • 

(c) so much of the roll as relates to Calcutta, at the office of the Chief 
Executive Officer, Calcutta Corporati<m; 

(d) a complete copy of the roll at the offices of the— 

(i) registering authority, 

(ii) returning officer; 

(5) on Indian Commerce constituency — 

a complete copy of the roll at the offices of — 

(i) the registering authority, 

(ii) the returning officer. 

9. A notice shall be published, together with the electoral roll, when publish- 
ed under Hegulation 8, specifying for each electoral area the revising authority 
to whom, the place at which, and the period referred to in Regulation 10 within 
which claims for being included in the electoral roll> or objections to any names 
entered in the roll, are to be preferred. 

All such claims and objections shall be addressed to tlM revising authority 
and shall be presented in rural constituencies to the registering authority or 
Sub-Divisional Magistrate of the Sub-Dmsion to which the claimant or objector 
belongs and in urban constituencies to tile registering authority or direct to the 
revising authorities. # 

10, All such claims and objections to the roll shall bo iffadc in writing on 
the lines of spepimeu forms TX, X, XI and XII annexed hereto within thirty 
days from the date of the publication of the roll under Regulation 0 and, where 
objection is made to the inclusion in the roll of any person whose name appears 
therein, shall contain in respect of -such person ell tiie partRulars entered in 
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the FC^: Provided that if it appears necessary for the proper preparat&>n of tbo 
roll, th§ local Government may, by notification in the local official Gazette, 
prescribe a longer period ■within which claim*? and objections shall be preferred 
in respect of the electoral roll of anv constituency. A claim shall be signed by 
the person desiring his name to be included in an electoral roll and shall be 
presented either by himself personally or through an agent authorised in writing.

The revising authority shall also direct the regl&tering 
authority to correct any clerical or printing errors which he may hizuself discover 
in the roll.

18. Applications under aub-rule (6) of rule 9 for amendment of any electoral 
roll published under Regulation 17 may be made to the registering authority for 
the constituency concerned. The registering authority shall forward them to 
the local Government which shall tranait them to the Governor General in 
Council and in oases where the Governor General in Council directs the pre- 
paration of a list of amendmenta shall deal with stich applications in the manner 
prescribed in. Regulations 12 to 17 for the treatment of claims and objections: 
Provided that where any such application is made for the correction of any 
existing entry in the electoral roll and the registering authority is satisfied after 
personally hearing the applicant that the entry relating to him is erroneous or 
defective in any particular he may amend the roll or cause it to be amended 
accordingly. 

18-A. In each of the following conatituencies, namely, the Chittagong and 
Rajahahi Divisions CNon-Muhammadan) constituency, the Burdwan and Presi- 
dency Divisions (Muharpmadan) constitxiency, the Bengal (European) consti- 
tuency) and the Bengal Landholders' constituency, nomination papers may be 
delivered under sub-rule (3) of rule 11 either to the returning officer or to the 
Di'jtrict Magistrate of any district included in the constituency. Such District 
Magistrates are hereby authorised to receive nomination papers delivespd in 
accordance with this rule. 

“ Scrutiny of Kominationit 

J9. On the date appointed by the local Government for the Rcrntinv^oi nonvi- 
nations under sub-rule (2) of rule 11 the oandidatos, their election agents, one 
proposer and one seconder of each candidate, and one other person duly 
authorised in writing by each candidate, but no other person, may attend at 
such time and place as the returning officer may appoint, and the returning 
officer shall give them all reasonable facnitips for examining the nomination 
papers of oil candidates which have been delivered within the time and in the 
manner prescribed in rule 11. 

20. (1) The returning officer shall then examine the nomination papers and 
shall decide all objections which may be made to any nomination, and may, 

- either on such objection or on his own motion, after such summary inquiry, if 
any, as he thinks necessary, refuse any nomination on any of the following 
grounds'— 

(1) that the candidate is ineligible for election under rule H or rule 6 ; or 

(ii) that a proposer or seconder ia disqualified from subscribing a nomination 
paper under sub-rule (4) of rule 11 ; or 

(iii) that there has been any failure to comply with any of the provisions of 
rule 11 or rule 12; or 

(iv) that the candidate or any proposer or seconder is not identical with the 
person whose electoral number is given in the nomination paper as the number 
of such candidate, propofer or seconder, as the cose may be; or 

(v) that the signature of the candidate or any proposer or seconder is not 
genuine or has been obtained by fraud. 

(2) Ror the purpose of this legulatiOD — 

(a) the production of any certified copy of an entry madfe in the electoral roll 
of any constituency shall be c<mcIuBive evidencse of the rigfit of any elector named 
in that entry to stand for election or to subsoribe a nomination paper, as the 
ease may be, imless it is proved that the candidate is disqualified under rule 6 
or rule 6 or that the proposer or seconder, as* the case may be, is disqualified 
under sub-rvl'® (4) of rule 11, and * 
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(b) where a pcreon has subsoribedi whether as proposer or seconder, a Itfger 
number of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filled, those of the 
papers so subscribed which have been first received, up to the number of 
vacancies to be filled, shall be deemed to be valid. 

(3) Nothing contained in clause (ii), clause (iii), clause (iv), or clause (v) of 
sub-regulation (1) shall be deemed to authorise the refusal of the nomination of 
any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomination paper, 
if the candidate has been duly nominated by means of another nomination paper 
in respect of which no irregularity hag been committed. 

21. (1) The returning officer shall endorse on e^-ch iinminatioa paper bis 
decisioi accepting or rejecting the same and, if the nomination paper is rejected, 
shall record in writing a brief statement of his reasons for such rejection. 

(2) The scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf under 
clause (b) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11 and no adjournment of the proceedings shall 
be allowed. 

22. On ^omplelinn of the .soutiny of nominations and .after the expiry of the 
period within which candidatures may be withdrawn under sub-rule (8) of rule 
11, the ntuming oflPeer shall foiithwith prepare a list of valid nominations ^d 
cause it to be affixed in some conspicuous place in bis office. 

23. If the number of duly nominated candidates is greater than the number 
of vacancies the returning officer shall forthwith publish in the local official 
Gazette, and in such other manner as the local Government may prescribe, and 
in such places in the conatituency as he may consider necessary, the names of 
the candidates as given in the nominatioD papers in alphabetical order. 

Voting 

24. The local Government shall appoint the hour at which tbt poll shall com- 
mence -and the hour at which it shall close on the date or dates appointed for 
the poll under clause (o)'o£ sub-rule (2) of rule 11. The hours of polling shall 
ordinarily be uniform within each constituency but the local Government may 
in thy case of any constituency prescribe different hours of polling within 

areas. hei/rs apTMiB-ied lee sha}} he puhVtahed hy inkiBeathn 

in the local official Gazette and in such other manner as the Local Oovemmeut 
may direct. 

26. (1) The returning officer shall select for each coiisti Lueney as many polling 
stations as he thinks necessary .and shall publish, in such manner as the local 
Government may prescribe, a list showii^ the piling stations so selected, and 
the polling areas for which they have mspectively been selected. 

. (2) The retumiug officer shall appoint a presiding officer for each polling 

station and such other persons (hereinafter referred to us polling officers) to 
assist the presiding officer as he thinks n^essary. 

(3) Polling officers may, if so directed by the presiding officer, perform all or 
any of the duties assigned to.presidii^ officers under these regulations. 

(4) If the presiding officer owing to illness or other unavoidable cause, jg 

obliged to absent himself from the polling station, his duties shall be performed 
by one of the polling officers who shall be duly authorised in this behalf by the 
returning officer. « ^ 

20. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the polling station, shall 
that the election is fairly conducted, shall regulate the number of electors to 
be admitted at one time, and shall exclude all other persons except — 

(a) the polling officers, the candidates, and one agent of each candidate 
(hereinafter referred to as the polling agent) appointed in writing by the 
candidate, and authorised in this behalf by the returning officer, 

(b) the police or other public servants on duty, and 

(c) such other persons as the presidi^ officer may from time to time admit 
for the purpose of identifying electcos. 
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(2) The presiding officer shall close the polling station at the hour appointed 
in that behalf by the local Govei*nment under Begulation 24, so as to present th^ 
admission thereto of any voter after that hour ; provided that all voters present 
at the polling station before it is so closed shall be entitled to have their vote^ 
recorded. 

27. Each polling station shall be furnished with such number of compart-’ 
ments, in ^hich. voters can record th^ votes screened from observation, as th^ 
returning officer thinks necessary. 

As far as possible, separate conipartmenls and separate entranoes and exit^ 
shall be provided for women electors Suitable arrangements shall he made fof' 
recording the votes of piirdana»hiit female voters, as far as is practicable. 

28. (1) The retiTming officer shall pro^e at each polling ^tatinn materials 
sufficient for the purpose of enabling voters to mark the ballot papers. iastru~ 
ments for stamping the official mark on such papers, as manv ballot boxes 
may be necessary, and copies of the electoral roll op- of such part thereof a? 
contains the names of the e1f>otor<; entitled to vote at such stfition. 

(2) The official mark shall be kept sectf'et. and a period of not less than seved 
ye^prs shall intervene between the use of the s^me official mark at elutions fo*^ 
the same constituency. 

29. Every ballot box shall be so eonatructed that the ballot- paper-, can b^ 
introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without the box bein^ 
unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling station, immediately before th^ 
commencement ^ the poll, shall show the ballot box empty to such persons 
may be present in such station, so that they may see that it is empty, and shall 
then lock It up, and place his seal upon it in such manner as to preveulf it? 
b«ing opened without breaking such seal, and shall place it in his view for th^ 
receipt of ballot papers and keep it so locked and sealed. 

SO. Before the polling station is open for the recording of vo^es the ^^resid' 
ing officer shall read to such persons as may be present the provisions of sectiod 
14 of the Indian Election Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920 and shall explain thd 
substance thereof in the vernacular of the district. * 

31. Immediately before a ballot naper >s ^Hvered to an eleclor, it shall b? 
marked on the back with the official mark, and the ninnber, name and descrip' 
tion of the elector as stated in the electoral roll shall be called out. and th® 
number of the elector shall he entered on the coimterfoil, and a mark shall b® 
placed in a copy of the electoral roll against the number of the elector, t^ 
denote that he has received a ballot paner, but without showing the particular 
ballot paper which he has received. On the counterfoil shall be entered th® 
name of the constituency and the name or distinctive number of the polling 
station. 

32. The elector, on receiving the ballot paper, shall forthwith proce(>d iut^ 
one of the compartTO'-nts in the polling station, and there make a mark op th® 
ballot paper against the name of the candidate oi’ candidates for whom h® 
intends to vote in accordance with the instructions set out on the outerfoil pape^* 
and fold it up so as to conceal his vote, and, after shewing to the presiding office^ 
the official mark, shall put his ballot paper, so folded up, into the ballot bo3(* 
Every elector shall vote without undue delay and shall qui^ the polling statioA 
SB soon as he has put his ballot paper Into the ballot box. 

38. If the voter, owing to illiieraoy or infiimity, is unable to read a hallof’ 
pajjer or to make a mark thereon the presiding officer shall taark the vote 
the ballot paper according to ^he direction of the voter. The voter shall the^ 
himself or with the aasifitance of the presiding officer put the ballot paper folded 
up into the ballot box. 

34. At any time before a ballot papier ib delivered to an elector, rhe presiding 
officer or polling-officer may, of his own accord, if he has reason to doubt tb® 
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identity of the elector or his right to vote at such station, and shall* if so required 
by a candidate or polling agent, put to the elector the following questions: — 

(1) Are you the person enrolled as follows (reading the whole entry from, the . 
roll)? und 

(2) Have you already voted at the present election in this constituency? and 
at a general election — 

(3) Have you already voted at this general election for the Legislative 
Assembly in any other general constituency? 

and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to 
answer any one of the questions and unless he answers the first question in 
the affirmative, the second question in the negative, and, at a general election, 
the third question also in the negative. 

86. The baUoi peper ahall be in ?orm 1 annexed to these regulations and 
shall contain the names of the duly nominated candidates arranged alphabeti- 
cally in the order of their surnames. The ballot papers shall be serially 
numbered, the serial number being printed on the face of the counterfoil and 
on the back of the' ballot paper. 

86. If a person representing himself to be a particular elector named on 
the electoral roll applies for a Hallot paper after another person has voted as 
such elector, the applicant shall, after duly answering such questions as the 
presiding officer may ask, be entitled to mark a ballot paper in the same 
manner as any other voter. Such ballot paper (hereinatter referred to as a 
'^tendered ballot paper”) shall be of a colour difierent from the other ballot 
papers, and, instead of being put Into the ballot box, shall be given to tiie 
presiding officer and endorsed by him with the name of the voter and his 
nuiAber on the electoral roll and the name of the electoral area to which the 
roll relates and shall be set aside in a separate packet and shall not be counted 
by the returning officer. The name of the voter and his number in the elec- 
toral rph tbe uume or distinctive number of the polling station to which 
the roll relates shall be entered in a list m Form 11 annexed to these regula- 
tions, which shall bear the heading “Tendered Votes Lht”. Tlit person 
tendering such ballot paper shall sign his name and address thereon or affix his 
thumt impression against the entry in that list. 

87. (1) If any polling agent declares and undertakes to prove, or if the 
presiding officer for any reason is dearly of opinion, that any person by applying 
for a ballot paper has committed the o0ence of personation, the presiding 
c^cer shall require such person to enter in the list oi challenged votes (which 
shall be in Form III annexed to these regulations) his name and address, or 
if he is unable to write, to affix his thumb impression thereto. If such person 
refuses to comply with such requisition he shall not be permitted to vote, but 
if he does so comply, he shall be allowed to vote, after he has been warned 
of the penalty for personation, prodded that he answers in the presciited 
manner the questions mentioned in regulation 34. 

(2) The presiding officer shall in everv such case, whether or not the person 
is allowed to vote, make a note of the circumstances in the list of challenged 
votes. 

38. A voter who has inadvertently deell with his ballot paper in such a 
manner that it cannot conveniently be used as a ballot paper may, on delivering 
it to the pres'ding dfficer and satisfying him of the inadvertence, obtain another 
ballot paper in place of the spoilt paper, and the latter shall, together with its 
counterioil, be marked ag cancelled. 

39. (1) A presiding officer, polling qffiocr or polling agent, who being elector 
of any constituency is duly authorised or appointed for duty at a polling station 
at which he is not entitled to vote, may apply to the returning officer of the 
constituency for a certificate entitHng him to vote at that polling station but at 
no other, provided that such polling station is within the constituency. On the 
production of such certificate he ahalj be allowed to vote at that polling 
station. 
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(2) Application for such, certificate shall be made to the peturning offlcer 
not less than 6 days before the first date fixed for polling in that constituency. 
The certificate shall be in Form XIII annexed to these regulations and a copy 
thereof shall be sent by the returning officer to the presiding officer of the 
polling station at which the voter would othwwise have been entitled to vote. 

40 . The vote of any person to whom a certificate has been granted under 
Regulation 39 shall be recorded in the manner prescribed in Regulations 31 
to 38- provided that before such vote is recorded the certificate shall be 
handed to the presiding officer or in the case of a certificate g^ntod to the 
presiding officer himself shall be filed b\ him along with any certificates handed 
to him under this regulation. 

41, The presiding officer of each polling station, as soon as practicable after 
the close of the pollt shall, in the presence of any candidates pr polling agenta 
who may be present, make up into separate parcels and seal with his own seal 
and the seal of such candidates ctr ag^ts as may desire to affix their seal — 

(1) each ballot box in use at each station unopened but with the key 
attached ; 

(2j the unused ballot papers; 

(3) the tendered ballot papers; 

(4) the spoilt ballot papers; • 

(fi) the marked copy of the elector:!* roll and any certificates handed ta.or 
filed by the presiding officer under regulation 40; 

(6) the counterfoils of the ballot i»pers; 

(7) the tendered votes list; and 

(8) the list of challenged votes; 

and shall deliver such packets or cause them to be delivered to the returning 
officer. 

43 . The packets shall be accompanied by a £>taiement in 7orm XV made 
by the presiaing officer, showing the number of ballot popers entrusted to him, 
and accounting for them under tlie heads of ballot papers in the ballot box, 
unused, spoilt, and tendered ballot papers, and ballot papers dealt with under 
JtegulatioD 39. 

Cimniing of Votes 

48 , (1) The rehiming officer shall appoint a time, place and date (which 
shall be as soon as practicable after the close of the poll) for the counting of 
votes, and shall give notice thereof in writing to all candidates and election 
agents. 

(2) If, at the time ai^pointed, all the boVot boxes Imve not been received 
by the returning officer, or if from onv other unavoidable cause he is unable 
to proceed with the counting of votes, he sholl postpone the counting to some 
other time and date, and shall give notice thereof in writing to the candidates 
and election agents. 

44 . (1) No person shall be allowed to be present at the counting of the votes 
except the returning officer and stich peraons as he may appoint to assist him 
in counting the votes, and such other peraons as h.^ve a right to be present 
under sub-rule (6) of ru^e 14. 

(2) No person shall be ^pointed to assist in counting the votes, who has 
been employed by or on behalf of any candidate for any purpose whatsoever 
connected with the election. 

45 . On the day and at the time appointed under Regulation 43 the returning 
officer shall, before he commences to count the votes, read "the provisions of 
section 14 of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, to such 
persons as may be present, and shall then proceed as follows; — 

(a) The ballot box or boxes relating to each polling station shall be opened 
one after another, and the returning officer shall tdke out the papers therefrom, 
count them or ^ouse them to be counted, and record the number thereof in a 
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Btatement. Sueh statement shall not be bhown to any candidate or agent untii 
after the Terification provided for m KegulaM^n 47. 

(b) After the number of ballot papers received in each box from each polling 
station has been recorded, the papers from all the boxes shall be mixed 
together. They shall then be sorted according to the candidates for whom 
they have been cast, and distributed in convenient bundles to persons appointed 
to assist in counting tho votes. 

(c) When the ballot papers have been so distributed, but not before, the 
returning officer shall allow the candidates and their agents duly authorisod 
under sub-rule (6) of rule 14 of the lie^ialative Assembly Electoral Eules 
reasonable opportunity to inspect, without handling, the ballot papers, and shall 
on every ballot paper which is wholly or partially rejected endorse the word 
'‘rejected''. li ar^y candidate or agent present questions the correctness of 
the rejection, he shall also record on the ballot paper the groimds for the rejec- 
tion. No candidate or agent shall be allowed to see any serial number on the 
back of any ballot paper. 

(d) The returning' officer shall, aa far as practicable, proceed continuously 
with the counting of the votes ; and shall, during any necessary intervals duilcg 
which the punting has to be suspended, place the ballot papers, packets and 
other documents relating to the election imder his own seal and the seals of 
such candidates or agents as may desire to affix them, and shall cause adequate 
precautions to be taken for their custody. 

46 . (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if — 

« (a) it has not on its back the official mark, 

(b) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the number of vacancies 
to be«filled, 

(o) no vote is recorded thereon, 

(d) it is void for uncertainty, 

(e) bears any mark by which the elector can be identified. 

(2) The decision of the returning officer as to the validity of a ballot paper 
shall be ilnal, subject only to revereal on an election petition olaimiog the sent. 

47 . Jhe returning officer shall not open the sealed packets of the tendered 
votes, the •msthcA copy ot the electoral roft or the counterfoils ol the ballot 
papers. He shall verify the statemoDts submitted by tbe presiding officer under 
Regulation 42 by comparhig them with the statement prepared under Regula- 
tion 45 (a) aud the '’atter with tbe number of counted votes and rejected ballot 
papers, the unused ballot papers hi bis possession and the tendered votes list, 
shall then reclose and reseal each packet which has been opened by him, and 
shall record on each packet a description of its contents and date of tbe el^C' 
tion to which it refers. 

' 46 . The returning officer shall then prepare and certify a return setting 
forth — 

(1) tbe result of the verification referred to in Regulation 47, 

(2) the names of the candijlatea for whom valid votes have been given, 

(3) the number of vaMd votes given for each candidate, 

(4) the name of the candidate elected, 

(5) the number of votes declared invalid, and 

(61 the number of tendered votes given, ' 

and shall permit any* candidate or any representativfe duly authorised under 
sub-rule (6) of rule i4 to take a copy of or an extract from such return. 

49. (11 The returning officer shall, after reporting tbe result of the election 
under rule 14, for^jvard the return to the Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal in tbe Home, Department. 

(2) With the exception of tbe pacirets and documents mentioned in Regula- 
tion 82, a^l papers relating to tbe election shall be forwarded hv the returning 
officer direct to the Commissiqner of the Division in which the election has 
been held or where rsnch Commissioner is himself the returning .officer shall be- 
kent in hie own ouRtedv: Provided that in tbe cise of a special constituency, 
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iorworded to the Conimissioner ol the Presidency Division. 

(8) The packets aud documents mentioned in regulation 82 shall be dispo^^d 
of by the retviming officer in the manner set out in the said regulation a^d 
shall be forwarded by him direct to the places and authorities mentioiied 
therein. 

50. (1) While in the custody of the Conimisbioner of a Division, the packets 
of ballot papers, whether counted, rejected or tendered, and of the counter- 
foils thereot shall not be opened and their contents shall not be inspected or 
produced except under the order of a coDijietent Court or of Commissioners 
appointed to hold an inquiry iu respect oi an election, but all other documeA^ 
relating to the election shiill be open tb public inspection subject to sdoh 
conditions and to the payment of such fee, if any, as the' local Oovemm^t 
may impose. 

(2) Copies of returnfl by the rettuming officer shall be furnished by the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Home Departinent on poym^iif 
of a fee of Bs. 2 for each copy. 

61. The packets aforesaid shall be retained for a period of one year and 
shall thereafter be destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made by 
the local Govermnent, or by a competent Court or by Commiaaioners appointed 
to hold an enquiry in respect of an ejection. 

Special Itegulationa applicable to an Indian Commerce Constituency 

63. In the case of an election for an Bidiau Commerce constituency Begn- 
lations 24 to 48 inclusive shall not be applicable, and the following Begui^^tit^ns 
53 to 57 inclusive shall be substituted therefor and shall apply. 

68. On ov before the date fixed in thie behalf by the local Government the 
rettiming officer shall send by registered post to each elector a ballot paper, 
together with an intimation of the date appointed by him for the counting of 
votes and shall enter on the counterfoil of each ballot paper the name of.fhe 
elector to whom the ballot paper is sent. 

The ballot paper, together with such intimation, shall be sent to the latest 
known address of the elector as regist^ed in the office of the Chamber, AbBO- 
ciation or 8abha comprising the constituency. 

The form of the ballot paper in the case of an Indian Commerce constitu- 
ency shall be in Eorm V annexed to these regulations. 

54. Any elector may send bis ballot paper to the returaing officer after 
recording his vote theroon in accordance with the instructions on the ballot 
paper; I’rovided that voting papers which are not received by the returning 
officer before 5 p.n. on the day preceding the dote fixed for the counting of 
votes shall be rejected. 

66. Any ballot paper which is not duly marked, or on which more than cne 
mark is placed against anv candidate’s name, cr on which votes are ^ven to 
more candidates than there are members to be elected, or on which a mark i® 
placed in such a manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate it 
been given, shall be invalid. 

55-A. "When a ballot naner sent by p<»t under regi?)ation .53 is for any 
reason returned undelive^d, the returning officer may re-issue it by registered 
post or himself hand it over to the voter on his personally applying for the 
same, but duplicate ballot •napers shnll not be issued except in cases where 
a voter has inadvertentiv dealt with his ballot paper in fjpeh a manner that 
It cannot convenientlv be used as such Tn such cases ^ the voter mav, 
delivering it personally to the r^tuming officer and satisfying him of the 
inadvertence, obtain another ballot paper in place of the spoilt paper and the 
latter shall with its counterfoil be marked as cancelled.

60, (I) The. peturnin<T officer shan- appoint a date, time and piece for the 
oounting of votes, and Qhnll .five notice thereof in writing fo the candidate^? 
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If 'at the time appointed the returning officer from any unavoidable cause 
10 unable to proceed with the counting of votes, he shall postpone the counting 
, to some other time and date and shall give notice thereof in writing to the 
candidates and election agents. 

(2) On the day and at the time and place appointed the returning officer 
shall first of all read the provisions of section 14 of the Indian E^ecticms 
Offences and Enquiries Act, 1920, to such persons as may be present and shall 
then— 

(a) after scrutiny, separate, or cause to be separated, the ballot papers 
which he deems valid from those which he rejectH, endorsing on the latter 
the word “rejected” and the ground of rejection; 

(b) count, or cause to be counted, the votes given to each candidate, and 
declare the candid^fte, or candidates, with the largest number of valid votes to 
be elected;

Bpiciol Regulaiiong applteoble fo the Landlholdars’ Conafiiucrtey^ 

58. Tit the case of an election for the Landholders* constituency Begulations 
24 to 48 shall not be applicable and the following Begulations 59 to 66 in- 
clusive shall be substituted therefor, and shall ap^y. 

59. On or before such date as may be appointed by the local Government 
in this behalf, the returning officer shall send by registered post to each elector 
a ballot paper in form VI annexed to these regulations, together with an inti- 
mation of the date appointed by him for the counting of votes, and shall enter 

the counterfoil of each ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the 
ballot paper is sont. The ballot paper, together with such intimation, shall 
be sent to the address of the elector as shown in the electoral roll. 

80. On or before such date as may be appointed by the local Government 
In this behalf, but not later than 5 p.m. coi that date, each elector desirous of 
recording his vote shall sign the declarath^ on the back of the ballot paper 
in the presence and at the office of an ottesting officer, and the attesting officer 
aha'I thereupon attest his signature.

83. The attesting officer shall, as soon as possible after 5 p.m. of the day 
appointed as the latest date for the attestation of ballot papers, despatch all 
the envelopes so delivered to him to the returning officer by registered post 
^ a packet securely sealed with his official sea], and shall also enclose a list, 
hi Form VIT annexed to these regulations, of the electors whose ballot paners 
he has attested. 
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64 . A ballot paper that is not duly attested, or marked, or on which more 
than one mark is placed against any candidate’s name or on which votes are 
given to more candidates than there are members to be elected or on which 
a mark is placed in such a manner as to render it doubtful to which candi> 
date it has been given, shall be invalid. 

64'A. Where a ballot paper sent by post imder regulation 59 is for any 
reason returned undelivered, the retumu^ officer may re>issue it by registered 
post or himself hand it over to the voter by his personally applying for the 
same but duplicate ballot papers shall not be issued except in cases where a 
voter has inadvertently dealt with his ballot paper in such a manner that it 
cannot conveniently be used as such.

the back so as to conceal the names of the elector and of the attesting officer 
and should seal down the portion thus folded with the official seal and 1^^- 
jjj^ter shall — 

(a) after scrutiny, separate cause to be separated the ballot papers which 
be deems valid from those which he mjects, endorsing on the latter the word 
“rejected" and the ground of rejection; 

(b) count, or cause to be counted, the votes given to each candidate' and 
declare the candidate, or candidates, with the largest number of votes to be 
elected ; 

(c) upon the completion of the counUug, prepare and certify a return setting 
forth — 

(i) the number of vaUd votes given for each candidate; 

(ii) the number of votes declared invalid and rejected; 

(iii) the name of the person declared elected; 

(d) permit any candidate or his agent to take a copy of, or an extract from, 
the return; 

(e) seal up in separate packets the counted and rejected ballot papers, and 
record on each such packet a description of its contents and the name of the 
constituency and the date of the electicm to which it refers. 

60 . The local Govemmont shall appoint and notify in such manner as it 
thinks fit the date referred to in Begulation 59 for sending ballot papers to 
electors and the date referred to in Eegu^tlon 60 for the attestation of ballot 
papers. 

Special Regulations applicable to the Benagi {Europfan) Conetitufney 

67 . In the case of an election for the Bengal (European) oonstituenev. 
Begulations 45 to 48 shall not be applicable and the foUowing Begulations ^ 
to 61 inclusive shall be substituted therefor, and shall apply.

Calcutta constituencies, be kept in the general record room of the district 
which they relate. In tbe case of Calcutta constituencies, the said papers 
be kept in the office of the Comm ssioner of thp Pre'jidency Division. The 
papers in respect of an Indian Commerce constituency shall be kept in 
record room of the Bengal Secretariat. Papers relating to claims and obj®^‘ 
tions decided by revising author'tios shall be kept unti the next revision of 
electoral roll of the constituency to which they perto'n has been completed, 
ahall then be destroyed. Orders by returning officer^ under Regulation ^5 
ahall be kept until the termination of the next general eleot'on for 
constituencies, and shall then be destroyed. The other papers [excluding tJ^ose 
in items (ii), (ix) and (x)] shall bo kept for a period of ono year and shall fhen 
be destroyed, unless Ihe'r retention for a longer period is'otherwise ordered 
competent authority. *’ 

(3) In the general constituencies — five complete copies of the final 
rolls relating to each district shall be deposited^ in the Collectorate, Two 
of all final ^cioral rolls for areas comprised with'n each division shall be 
in th« office^f the Commissioner. In Calcutta, five copies of the final rolls 
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eacA constitneucj, or of bo much of the roll as relates to th.'ifc ciry. shall be 
kept in the office of the Chiei Ezecutivo Officer of the Calcutta Corporation 
In the Indian Commerce constituency, two copies of the final electoral rolls 
ahall be preserved in the office of the registering authority. 

(3a) One couiplete copy of the final electoral roll of each constituency shall 
be kept for record in the record lOom of the Bengal Secretariat. When a copy 
of the electoral roll is sent under this sub^regulaticxL for deposit in the sa d 
record room it shall be forwarded to the Keeper of Becords, Bengal, through 
ihe Home (Constitution and Elections) Department. 

(4) Copies of electoral rolls deposited under aub -regulation (3) shall he 
preserved until the final publication of the next electoral rolls of the constitu- 
ency to which they pertain. Copies of electoral rolls deposited under sub- 
regulation (3a) snail be preserved permanently. Every copy of the electcral 
roll deposited under sub-regulation (3) or sub-regulaticm (8a) shall, before 
deposit, be duly authenticated by the registering authority. 

(5) Printed copies of electoral rolls in ezeess of the number required for 

preservation under sub-regulations (3) and (3a) shall be deposited in the offices 
of the d.dtrict officers concerned *in the case of Muhammadan, and non '■Muham- 
madan constituencies, ezeept in Calcutta, where they will be deposited in the 
■office of the Commissioner, Presidency Division. S'milur copies of rolls for 
the Bengal European constituency shall be preserved in the office 6f the 
registering authority concerned, and that for the Indian Commerce constitu- 
ency in the record room of the Bengal Secretariat. Spare copies of electors* 
rolls so deposited shall be available for sale to the public for a period of three 
yeaH from the date of publioat'on, after which they will be sold as waste paper 
under the orders of the authority with whom they are deposited. ^ 

(5a) Copies of final electoral rolls other than those referred to in sab- 
cegulaUon (5), which are not required for preservation under sub-regulation (8) 
or sub-reguUtion (8a) but are lymg deposited in the Colleotorate, in the 
Beugal Secretariat or in the office of the Commissioner of a division, the Chiaf 
Executive Officer of the Caloutta Corporation or the regiatering authority of the 
Indian Commerce Constituency may be destroyed or disposed of by selling 
them as waste paper under the ordera of the authority with whom they are 
deposited. 

(6) The election petit'ons and proceedings and reports of election Commis- 
sioners thereon shall be kept in the Legislative Department of the Government 
of India and shall be destroved after three years unless their retention for a 
longer period is otherwise (xdered bv competent author.ty. 

(7) The returns of election expenses lodged with returning officers shall be 
feept bv them for three years and shall then be destroyed, unless their retention 
for a longer period is otherwise ordered by competent authority. 

(8) The publ'c shall have a right to inspect the election papers enumerated 
above and to get attested copies thereof on payment of the fees prescribed in 
the Bengal Becords Manual, 1917, and m the rules for the management of the 
Secretariat record ^oom As an exception to this rule, returns of election 
expenses shall be available for inspection at the ofives of the returning officers 
of the constituencies ccmcemed on payment of a fee of Be. 1 each, and copies 
of such returns shall be furnished on payment of a fee of Bs. 2 each. 

Special Proviaion 

83. If any question arieeq as to the interpretation of these regulations other- 
wise than in connection with an eleciaon enquiry held under the electoral rules, 
the question shall be referred for the decision of the Governor General, and his 
decinon shall be final.

(3) In rural constituencies, extracts from the electoral roll relating to each 
tahsil shall be posted up in Urdu and Nagri at a conspicuous place at the 
tahsil office, and shall he open to inspeotion there during office hours, and cxtructa 
shall also be posted up at such other place or places, if any, as the District 
Officer for the purpose of wider publication may direct: 

Provided that for non-Muhammadan eleciofre in the Xumaon division such 
extracts shall be prepared in the Nagri eharacter only. 

(4) Along with the electoral roll and in similar manner shall be published 

a notice stating the time and place fixed for the receipt of claims and objeeiion» 
by revising huthorities. * 

Bevision of the Electoral Boll 

3. (1) The local Government shall appoint revising authoirib^ for each 
constituency. 

(2) Every claim and objection must be preferred in writing on or before & 
date to be fixed in this behalf by the local Government and must state the 

r difiiat'ons or grounds on which the claim is based or the grounds on which 
objection is made, as the case may be. * 

(8) Every person making a claim or objection must do so on a separate 
petition, \vhich shall be presented in duplicate to the revising authority either 
by such person h’mself or by his duly authorised agent at such place and 
time as may be fixed by the revising authority in this behalf. 

(4) T):ie person presenting such petition shall at the time of presentation be 
informed of the date, time and place fixed for the hearing of this petition. 

(5) Lists of the claimants and of the persons objected to shall be prepared 
in Porms 1, I-A and II, respectively, attached to these regulations in Urdu 
and Nagri and shall be published at the office of the revising authority for at 
least ten days before the date fixed for the hearing of such claims and objections : 

Provided that for- non-Muhammadans in the Kumaon division such I'eta 
shall be prepared in the Nagri character only. 

(6) The rev-sing authority shall, as soon as practicable after' receiving any 
peJit’on of objection, send a copy of the petition by post to the person in 
respect of whose registration as an elector the objection is made, and shall at 
the same time and in the same mannCT inform him of the date, time wid place 
fixed for hearing the objection. * 

4. At such place and from such time as fhe revising authority may appoint 
in this behalf the revising authority ehall hear and determine all claims and 
objections which have been duly m^e and after auch inquiry and after hearing 
such persons as to h’m may appear necessary he may* order any addition to or 
alteration in the electoral roll. 

5. The electoral roll, as so amended, shall be republished in the manner 
prescribed in regulation 2.

0. The returning officers for the constituencies mentioned in the first column 
of +he Schedule hereto annexed shall be the persans respectively specified in 
the corresponding ent^ in the second column thereof. 

(1) The person epeoified in the third column of the sftid Schedule ihay, 
subject to the control of the'retuming officer, perform all or any of the fimoilons 
of the returning officer m the constituencies respectively specified in the .

17. Each polling station shall be furnished with such number of compart' 
ments, in which voters oan record their votes screened from observationB, as 
the District Officer thinks necessary. 

18. The District Officer shall provide at each polling station such number 
of clerks as he may consider necessary, materials sufficient for the purpose of 
enabling voters to mark the ballot papers, as many ballot boxes as may bo 
necessary, copies of the electoral rolls or of such part thereof as contains the 
names of the electors entitled to vote at such station, a list of the nom nations 
and such other papers and forms as may be necessary. 

19. Every ballot box shall be so constructed that the baTlot papers can be 
introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the box being 
unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling station, immediately beTore the 
commencement ^ the poll, shall show the ballot box empty to such persons as 
may be present in such station, so that they may see that it is empty, and shall 
then lock it up, and place a seal upon it in such manner as to prevent its 
being opened without breaking such seal, and shall place it in his view or the 
view of a polling officer for the receipt of ballot papers and keep it so locked 
and sealed. 

20. Before the polling station is open for the recording of votes, the presiding 
officer shall read to the polling agents and such other persons as may be present 
the provisions of section 14 of the Elect ons Offences and Inquiries Act 1920» 
and shall explain the substance thereof in the vernacular of the district. 

21. The name of every person presenting himself to vote and his number 
on the electoral roll shall be entered on a slip in Eorm lY attached to these 
regulations, and such person shall thereafter, if be is literate, sign his name 
in tile column provided for that purpose or, if he is illiterate, fix Lis thumb 
impression thereto. Every signature or thumb impression so made shall be 
attested by any candidate or his representative as aforesaid who may be able 
to recognise the voter or by any other person who may be admitted by the 
presiding officer for the purpose of identifying votem. Suoh slips shall be 
consecutively numbered. 

22. The elector shall then present the aforementioned slip to the presiding 
officer or polling <^fiGer, w'ho, after satiafying himself that the slip has been 
duly signed or impressed and attested, shall give to the elector the outer foil of 
a ballot paper bearing on each side an official mark and shall at the same tinie 
note on the corresponding counterfoil the number of the elector in the electoral 
roll and make a mark against the entry of the elector's name in the electoral 
roll to denote that the elector has received a ballot paper. This mark shall 
not indicate the number of the ballot paper which the elector has received. 

23. At any time before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, the presiding 
officer or polling officer, may of his own accord, if he has reason to doubt the 
identity of the elector or his right to vote at such station, and shall, if so 
required by a candidate or polling agent, put to the elector the following 
questions: — 

(1) Are you the person enrolled as foUows (reading whole entry from the 
roll) ? and 

(2) Have you already voted at the pr^ent election in this constituency ? and 
at a general election — 

(3) Have you already voted at this general election for the Legislative 
Assembly in any other general c<xistituency 7 

and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to answer 
one of the questions and unless he answ'ers the first question in the affirmative, 
the second question in the negative, and, at a general election, the third quest'on 
also in the 'negative. 
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34 ii tihe elector is literate, he shall on receiving the ballot paper forthwith 
DTOce^ to a place screened from observation which shall be set apart for the 
pvirpose and shall there mark a cross against the name of the can^date whom 
he prefers. He shall then fold the bahot paper so as to conceal his vote and 
shall put the ballot paper so folded into the b^ot box. 

25. If the elector is illiterate or b; reason of inhrmit yis unable to vote in. 
the manner prescribed, the pres-ding officer or polling officer shall at h's request, 
in the view of any polling agents who are present, make a cross on the ballot 
paper acccurding to the direction of Uie elector, and shall cause the ballot paper 
60 marked to be placed in the bedlot box.

32. The returning officer shall appoint a date, as soon as may be practicable 
after the close of the poll, and a t'lne and piece for the counting of the votes 
and shall give notice in writing thereof to all candidates and election agents. 

33. (1) No pcTBOii shall be allowed to be present at the counting of the votes 
except the returning officer and such persons as he may appoint to ass st him . 
in count* ng the votes, and such otlw persons as have a light to be present 
under sub-rule (6) of rule 14. 

(2) No person shall be appointed to assist in counting the votes who has been 
employed by or oh behalf of any candidate for any purpose whatsoever connected 
witli the election. 

34. On the day and at the time appointed under regulation 82 the returning 
officer shall, before he commences to count' the votes, read the prdvisions of 
tion 14 of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, to such persons

(a) The ballot box or boxes relating to each polling station shall be opened one 
after another, and the returning officer shall take out the papers therefrom, count 
them or cause themd to be counted, and record the number in each box separately 
in a statemont. Such statement shall not be shown to any candidate or agent. 

(b) The returning officer shall then mix together all the*bBUot papers so taken 
out from the ballot boxes and distribute them in convenient bundles to the per-, 
sons appointed to assist in counting the votes. 

(o) When the ballot papers have been so distributed, but not before, the re- 
tumlog officer shall, allow the candidates and their agents reasonable opportunity 
to inspect. witho\it handling, the ballot papers, and shall on every ballot paper 
which Is rejected endoiae the w*ord "rejected’*. II any candidate or agent ijre- 
sent questions the coirectness of the rejection he shall also record on the ballot 
paper the grounds for the rejection. No candidate or agent shall be allowed to 
see the serial number on any ballot paper. 

(d) The returning officer shall, as for as practicable, proceed continuously with 
the counting of the votes, and shall, during any necessary intervals during which 
the counting has to be suspended, place the ballot papers, packets and other 
documents relating to the election under his owm seal and the seal of such candi- 
dates or agents as may desire to affix them and shall cause adequate precautions 
to be taken for their custody. 

85. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if — 

(a) it has not the official mark, 

more than one vote is recorded thereon, 

(o') no vote is recorded thereon, 
fd) it is void for uncerteintv, 

(e) it bears any mark by which the elector qan be identified. 

_ (2) The decision of the returning officer as to the validity of a ballot paper 
imall be final, subject only to reversal on an election petition claiming the seat. 

36. The returning officer shall not open the sealed packets of the tendered 
votes, the marked copy of the eleoioral roll or the ooiinterfo'ls of the ballot papers. 
He shall verify the statement submitted by the presiding officer under regulation 
31 by comparing it with the number of couutpd votes and rejected ballot papers, 
the unused or spoilt ballot papers in hie possession and the tendered votes list, 
shall then re-close and re-sen' ‘»noh packet which has been opened bv him, and 



shall record on each packet a description of ita contents and the date of the elec' 
tion to which it refers. 

i87. I'he returning officer shall then prepare and certify a return setting 
forth — 

( 1 ) the result of the verification referred to in regulation 36, 

(2) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given, 

(8) the number of valid votes given for each candidate, 

(4) the name of the candidate elected, 

(6) the number of votes declared invalid, and 
(6) the number of tendered votes given, 

and shall permit any candidate or any representative duly authorised under sub- 
rule (6) of rule 14 to take a copy of or an extract from such return. 

36. The returning dfficer shall, after reporting the result of the election under 
rule 14, retain in safe custody the return and all the packets relating to the ele.o- 
tioQ, in his possession.

Regulations under claiuee (1) and (8) of eub-rule (2) of rule 0 of the Legislative 

AsHemhly Electoral Rules /or the preparation and publication of electoral 

rolls of constituencies in the Punjab for the Legislative Assembly. 

1. The Secretory ‘to (jovernment, Punjab (Transferred I>i»parlments), shall 

bc' the Quthoiity for the ])reparation of tlie electoral rolls for the Landholders' 
constituency. , 

2 . The Deputy Comniiseioner shall prepare an electoral roll for each general 
constituency or 2 )art of a general constituency included within Kia jurisdiction. 

8. In t^e case ot general constituencies the elector^ rolls for electors of 
the variouB denominatlona — ^whether tiihha, Ohristiana, other 
tuadans or Muhammadans — shall bo prepared separately, separate rolls being 
prepared for tlie electors of such denominations as reside within such territorial 
limita'tts the Deputy OonimUsioner may consider appropriate in each ease, 
provided that each roll shall show the jurisdiction of the police stations in 
i:ural areas, and m urban areas the towns or wards or other sub-divisions in 
which ea 9 h elector is entitled to exercise his vote. 

4 . Every electoral roll for a general constituency shall contain in alphabeti- 
cal order the nHiiiee ot all police btatioiis, villages, towns, wards or olher sub- 
divisiou^o which they relate and for each such area, also in alphabetical order, 
the name, father's'*' name or, in the case of a married wOhiau or a widow, 
husband's name, caste and occupation of every elector and the uuiure of his 
qualification and separate aerial numbers in ajipropriate cohiinn showing his 
place us an elector iu the area in which he is registered. 

5. The electoral roll of the Landholders’ constituency shall contain in 
alphabetical order the name of each district and for each such district also 
arranged in alphubetical order the name, father's name or, in the case of 
a married w'oinan or a widow, husband's name, enste, residence, occupation 
und full address of every elector and the nature of his qualification. 

6. E>ery electoral roll shall contain the date of its publication. 

7. The elector'll roll of the Landholders’ constituency shall be published by 

being posted up in the office of every Deputy Commissioner in the Punjab, 
and in every tahsil office. ' ^ 

6. Every other electoral roll prepared by a Deputy Commissioner of a 
district shall be published by being posted up in his office and in the principal 
civil court of the district and further — 

(a) if it reiutes electors registered in an urban >)rea, it shall be published 
iu that area in the town, ward or other sub-division for which it has been 
prepared by being posted up in the office of the Municipal Committee and in 
every post office and in ever\ police station and in such other conspicuous 
places aa the Dtepu'Jy Commissioner may order, and 

(b) if it relates tfi electors registered in a rural area, it shall be published 
in that area within the jurisdiction of the police station for W’hicb it has been 
prepared in the police station . *nnd in the office of every patwari, and in every 
post office as well aa, in the ti^sil within which the police station is situated 
and in the office of fine Districr Board

9 . Every electoral roll ehall also be published by being made availatile £or 
sale under the direction of Deputy Comuuasiouers.

EEGULATIONS fob the HEVISIOlf OF EIiECTOBAL llOLIiS 
Regulations under clauses (4) to (7) of sub-rule (2) and under »uh-ruXe (3) o/ 

rale 9 of the Legislative Assembly Electoral Rules for the revision of 

electoral rolls of constituencies in the Puniab for the Legislative Assembhf 

1. All chiima and objections relating to the inclusion of names in, or their 
exclusion from, electoral rolls shall bo presented n'ithln 21 days of the date of 
the publication of the electoral roll to which they relate. 

2. The folLowiiig provisioas shall Apply to claims and objections in coiinec* 
tioii with the electoral rolls of general constittieneies : — . 

(1) A claim or objection relating to a rural electoral roll shall be presented 
to the Xahsildnr or to the Naib-T^hsildar, or. in tlieir ub'.ciice, tg the otiice 
kanungo at the tahail cot\cerned, and a claiid or objection relating to an tirbun 
electoral roll shall be presented at the office of the local authority concerned 
to the Secretary of such authority, or to such other peison or persona ns may 
be appointed by the local authority to receive claims and objections. 

(2) A claim shall uot relate to more than one elector. It shall be in writing 
in one of the appropriate Forms Nos. 1 to III appended to these regulations, 
and it ahall be verified by the claimant and ahnll he presented by hinj of by a 
dulj’ authorised agent. The authority to present a clnim ot^ behalf of a claiin- 
iftit shall be in writiug sigued by the olaunani and verified by the seal or signa- 
ture of an Honorary Magistrate, Sub-Begistrar, Zaildnr or Lninbardar, or, in 
the case of un electoral roll relating to on urban area, of a member of the local 
authority provided that no authority in writing shall be required if ihe agent 
is an advocate of a High Court. 

(5) An objection may be presented by any registered elector of tilb consti- 
tuency to which it relates. An objeoLou shall not relate to inore than one 
elector. It shell be in writiuig in the form appended to these regulaions, shall 
be verified by the objector and shall be presented by him personally or by a 
duly authorined agent together with a copj thereof. All documents relied upon 
in an objection shall be filed in duplicate. 

(4) A claim or objection may be io^ed in the manner hereinbefore prescrib- 
ed <m behalf of the Deputy Commissioner in respect of any entry or omission 
in the roll. 

(6) The Revising Authority shall bo a person appointed by the Deputy 
Commissioner to act as subh with such territorial juri^iction as he may fix: 
provided that preference shall be given, if possible, to the appointment of 
judicial gazetted officers and members of the legpl profession. 

(6) On^a claim fo* objection being joesented, the person receiving the same 

shall make the entries concerning it in the appropriate register in one of the 
appropriate Form Nos. TV to VI appended to these regulat’ons and shall note 
on the claim or objection (he register in which it lia® bom cnioTcd luul its 
serial number in that register. * 

(7) On receiving an objection the officer, to whom it is presented, shall cause 

one copy of the same to be served on the person to whom objection is taken. 
Such copy shall be served in the manner provided in the Civil Procedure Code 
for service of summons, ercept that tiie serving officer shall not be required to 
verify the fact of service by affidavit. * 

(8> On the ftxniration of the period prescribecj for the presentation of claim*^ 
and objections, all such claims and objections, together pdlh the prescribed 
registers, shall be sent bv the officer who received them to the Bevis'ng 
Authority wh<^ shall post in his office a list of such clnlrns and objections.

(5) The Bevising Authority shall communicate, bv post or otherwise as m^y* 
he most convenient, to the persons concerned the date, time and' place fixed 
by h'm for hearing* claims or objectionsr. 
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(6) The Revising Authority shall decide the claims and objections presented 
to hi^ after following such procedure as he may thizik suitable, provided always 
that he shall give an opportunity to the parties concerned, personally or by a • 
duly authorised agent, to appear and state their cases. 

4 . Every Revising Authority shall, on the disposal of the claims and objeC' 
tions relating to an area for which an electoral roll was prepared, forward a list 
of claims and objections and of his orders accepting or rejecting them to the 
authority appointed for the preparation of the electoral roll. 

' 5. The Authority for the i)reparatioD of the electoral roll shall aniend it in 

accordance with the orders of the Revising Authorities. He shall then either 
reprint and republish the amended roll or, if he deems fit, republish as the 
final roll the preliminaiy roll together with a list of additions and corrections. 

6. The authority for the prepamtiou of an electoral roll shgll certify one 
.copy as republished and shall cause it to be depos'ted io the Vuujab Civil Secre* 
tariat Office (Judicial Branch) where it shall be retained for 12 years. 

6-A. If any elector, whose name ia registered in an electoral roll, brings to 
the notice of the Revising Authority, by application in writing presented in any 
form, an error in any entry relating to his name which is a clerical frror, or a

Appointment op RBTUENiNa Officers 

!• The Returning Officers for the eonetituencies mentioned in the first 
column of the Schedule hereto annexed shall be the persons respectivelj 
specffied in the corresponding entry in the second column thereof. 

2. (1) The persons specided in the SiiM column of the said Schedule may. 
subject to tShe control of the BeffUmmg Officer, perform all or any of the 
functions of the Returning Officer in the constituencies respectively specified in ' 
the corresponding entry in the first column thereof :

(e) h bears any mark by w'bich the elector edn be identified. 

(2) The decision of the Beturning Officer aa* to the validity of a ballot paper 
shall be final, subject cmly to reversal on an electioji petition. 
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38. The Beturning Officer shall then niahe into convenient bundles the ballot 
papcFn, close and seal them virith the seal provided and shall record on each 
bundle a description of its contents end the date of the election to which it 
■refera 

39. The lleturning Oiticer <^hall tlien fropart* *md a return selling 

forth — 

(1) the result of the verification referred to in regulation 36(a), 

(2) the names of the candidates lor whom valid votes have Been given^ 

(3) "the number of valid votes given for ejich candidate, 

(4) the name of tlie candidate elected, and 

(o) the number of votes declared invalid, 

and «hell^errr/it anj candidate or any representative duh authorised under 
snl)-T\:le (6) oN^ile 14 to take a copy of or au extract from such return. 

40. The Beturning Officer shall, after reporting the result of the election 
under sub-rule (9) of rule 14, forward the return mentioned in the last pre- 
ceding regulation to the Secretary to Government, Punjab (Transferred Bepai^- 
ment), and shall forward for safe custody to the Deputy Commissioner of the 
district, inNihioh counting of votes took place, nil the papers dealt with by him. 

41 The following regulations 42 to 48 inclusive shall apply to elections for 
the Dnndltolders ' constituency. 

42. The Beturning Officer of the constituency shall fix a place, date and Lime 
for th^ counting of votes, and shall, not less than 15 days previous to that date, 
torwiu'd b} registerd post to each eleettn* of the constituency, addressed to him 
in thv district in which he is registered as an elector, a ballot paper stamped 
with the prescribed offic.ul mark efter noting on its counterfoil the number oil 
the electoral roll of the elector to whom it is sent; and he shall nt the same titne * 
send the elector a copy in English of regulations 43, 44 and 45 and shall oom- 
niuuicattf to him his electoral number and the date fixed for the counting of 
votes 

42A. An elector who haa inadvertently dealt with his ballot paper in ^n.‘h r* 
manner tdht it cannot oonvenientbp^ be used as a ballot paper may, on returning 
it tofhe Returning Officer, and satisfying him of the inadvertence before S o’clock 
on the date preceding that fixed for the counting of votes, obtain another ballot 
paper in place of the spoilt paper and the latter shall, together with its counter- 
toil he marked as cancelled. 

42B. An elector whose ballot paper ha^ bean returned tfi ilic lieiuinmg 
Officer MS undelivered may, on inakinir an application in Avriting signed by himself 
before the Beturning Officer fib a Magistrate, obtain the undelivered envelope 
Containing the ballot paper or require the Beturning Officer to forward it to him 
again by registered post. 

43. Ko account wnll be taken of a ballot paper uiilesR it is received by the 
Beturning Officer not later than the dnv before that fixe<l for the counting of 
votes, or if for am of the reasons given in regulation 37 it is invalid. 

44. The election shall not be invalidated because au electoi to whom a 
ballot paper has been dulv fonvnrded failed to ivceive it in time to enable him 
to return it to the Beturning Officer not later than the day prescribed. 

45. (1) An eleefbr to whom a ballot paper has fteen ^ent under regulation 
42 niav mark it in favour of the candidate for whom he desires to vote and 
shall put into the envelope supplied for the purpose by the Beturning- Officer 
and close the envelope and place that envelope wnth u covering letter in a second 
envelope and cause'^fae envelope containing the closed envelope and the covering 
letter to be delivered by post or otherwise to the Beturning Officer of the con- 
itituency, providied that aocopiit will not be taken of the ballot paper in the 
elosed envelope imless the covering letter which accompanies it bears on it the 
signature and electc^orl nuznbdr of the elector, and is countersigned and sealed 
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-v'ith the Beal of his office by the Beturning Officer, or by a Justice of the PeAc&, 
or by any Magistrate or Civil Judge baviug jurisdiction in British territory, or 
by a Political Officer not lower in rank than an Assistant Political Agent of a 
State in India, or by the Chief Judge oi the highest judicial authority of a* 
State in India who shall certify that fhe elector has signed the covering letter 
in his presence an^ that the elector is personally known to him or has been 
identified by some person who is personally known to him. 

(2) An elector who for any reason is unable to sign the covering letter «>hall 
affix his thumb mark and immediutely under it his name shall be clearly 
written, 

46. The Ketuming Officer shall open all envelopes received by him before 
the date fixed for the counting of votes, and shall make a in^rk in the electoral 
I'wll against the name of the elector purporting to sign the c^^ng letter to 
indicate that his ballot iiaper has been received; and in every case in which 
the co\eriiig letter ih duly authenticated shall deposit in a looked ftiid sealed 
ballot box the closed envelope coutaiuiog the ballot paper unopened, and in 
another locked and sealed box the covering letter. 

47. If a closed envelope coutaii.tng a ballot papei is received by I^etum- 
mg Officer purporting to contaiu the ballot paper of an elector whose covering 
letter is not duly autlienticated or whose name has already been maibed as 
having voted, the Beturning Officer Khali endoise the env.dope containing the 
ballot paper with the name of the elector and his electoral number and shall 
place it with its covering letter in a separate parcel and deal with such ballot 
paper as a tendered ballot paper. 

48. The Beturning Officer ehall notify to the candidates, their agents, ‘the 

plifce, date and time fixed by him for the counting of votes, and ar such place, 
date and time he shall open the ballot box and shall proceed in tiie manner 
prescrilied for the Beturning Officer of a general constituency in ccftniection 
with the counting of votes and the action to be taken thereafter, in so far as 
it is applicable, awd shaU make out wn account oi ballot papers issued and 
received back and of the tendered ballot papers and sliall make inttf separate, 
parcels sealed with the seal provided and marked outside with t^e name of the 
fonstitueucy and the nature of the coiitonts, the bollot papers returned, the 
covering letters received with ballot papers deposited in the ballot box, the 
tendered ballot papers with their covering letters; the couuterfoilB of the ballot 
papers which have been, issued, the ballot papeis which have not been issued 
and the marked cop\ of the electoral toll; and he sliull make these into a pack* 
age sealed and marked as prescribed above and shall forward the package for 
safe custody to the Deputy Commissioner of the disirict in which the counting 
of votes took place. * 

49. While in the c ustody of the Deputy Commissioner to whom Ihey have 
been so forwarded, the parcels •»£ ballot jjaiiera, wnether counted, rejected or 
tendered, an^ of the counterfoils thereof and the marked copy of the electoral 
roll, shall nob be opened and tlieir contents «hall not be inspected or produced 
except under the order of a competent Court or of Coiiimissioneri, appointed to 
hold an inquiry in respect of an election, but all other documents relating to the 
election shall he open to nublic inspection, aubject to such conditions and to 
the payment of such, fee, if any, as the local Government may impose. 

50. The parcels aforesaid shall be retained for a period of one year and sharll 
thereafter be destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made by the 
local Government, or by a competent Court or by Comitiissjftners^ appointed to 
hold an inquiry in respect of an election. 

51. The Deputy Commissioner may delegate any of the duties imposed by 
these Begulations on a Deputy Commissioner as such, to any gazetted officer, 
if be is unavoidably prevented from performing the seme *

(b) who is incapacitated from voting by reason of any of the«<d.isqualificati(^ns 
set out in rule 7 of the Legislative Assembly Electoral Buies; 

(c) who is proved to him to be dead; or 

(d) who has been entered in more than one place on the roll of the sa^e 
coiistztneucy from such other place m places: 

J’rovided that — 

(1) before passing an order under clause (a) or (b) the Bevising Author’ty 
shall, if this can conveniently be done, give an opportunity to any person 
concerned to be heard; and 

(2) before pa^-^ing an order under clause (d) the Bevising Officer shall ia^ue 
a notice uf)on the person whose name has been entered more thin once on the 
roll of a general constituency informing him that he may select, w'thin suet ti^ne 
as^tbe Begistration Officer nmy allow in this behalf* the entry, to be retained. 

15. Bevising Authority hhall report to the Hegisiration Officer his decision on 
all claims and objections disposed of bv him and the orders made on his 
motion, and the Registration Officer sfeall amend the roll in accordance with 
such decisions and orders. 


/hihUtrrtinr of dUV 

16. The roll after it has been amended shall be republished ufider the autho' 
rity of the Registration Officer by posting it in a conspicuous manner at bis 
office, ai^ at the office of the District Magistrate w'ithiu whose jurisdiction a^ 
part of the constituency lies. Such number of copies of the roll as republished 
as the Registration Officer deems to be sufficient shall be kept bv him for saje. 

17. Two copies of the roll qb filially publi«>bcd Uiall be ceitified by the Regig. 
tration Officer and deposited in the Record Boom of the Bihar and Orissa Civil 
Secretariat. 


Savings 

18. Where it is prescribed that the electoial mlbor any list or notice relating 
thereto shalv be published by posting at specified places and for a specified 
period of time, failure to publish for the prescribed time at any such places 
shall not invalidate the publication, provided that reasonable precautions haye 
been taken by the officer responsible for such publication to secure publicity. 
The publication at any place of an extract from the electoifll roll or any lut 
relating thereto shall, so far as the portion of the constituency for which sueh 
place has been prescribed as a place of publication is concerned, be deemed to 
be sufficient publication of such roll or list provided that the extract oontaiBS 
the information which relates to that portion of the constitit&ncy. 

19. No misnomer or inaccurate description of any person or place on the 
electoral roll or in any list or notice relating thereto shall prejudice the opera- 
tion of these regulations in respect of such persen or place, provided that the 
person or placets so designated as to be commonly understood. 
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Amendment of Electoral Rolls 

SO. applications under sub-rule (6) of rule 9 for amendment of an^ eleotoral 
roll published under regulation 16 may be made to the Eegistra^on Officer of 
Vie constituency concerned. The Begistration Officer shall forward them to 
the local Goyemment and, in cases w’here the Governor Gener.il in Council 
directs the preparation of a list of amendments, shall deal with such appUca- 
tions in the manner prescribed in regulations 9 to 15 for the tr atment of 
claims and objections: Provided that where any such application is made for 
the correction of any existing entry in the electoral roll and the Begistratioi 
Officer is satisfied after personally h&anng the applicant that the entry relating 
lo him is erroneous or defective in any particular, he may amend the roll or 
cause it to be amended accordingly. 

Conduct of Elections 
'>> The Appointment of a Returning Officer 

21. The Returning Officer for tlie conatituene’es mentioned in the first 
column of the Schedule to these regulations shall be the persons respectively 
specified in the corresponding entry in the second column thereof. 

22. (1) The persons specified ii) the third column of the said Schedule may 
subject to the control of the Returning Officer, perform all or any of the funo* 
tions of the Returning Officer in the comtituencies respectively speclfi d in the 
corresponding entry in the first column thereof: 

Provided that no such person shall perform any of the functions of a Return* 
ing Officer which relate to the accept^ce of a nomination paper or to tha 
scrutiny of nominations or to the counting of votes, unless the Returning Offi- 
cer is Unavoidably preventel from performing the same, in which case the said 
functions may be parformed in any constituency by the person first specified in 
the corresponding entry in the third column of the Schedule. 

(2) References to the Returning Officer in these regulations shall, unless a 
contrary intention appears, be deemed to include any. person when performing 
any duty or function which he is authorised to perform unler sub-regulation fl). 

' Scrutiny of Nominations 

23. On the date appointed by the local Government for the scrutiny of 
nominations under sub-rule (2) of rule 11 the candidates, their election agentsi 
one proposer and one seconder of each candidate, and one other person 
du'y authorised in writing by each cand’date, but no other 'person, may 
attend at such time and place as the Returning Officer may appoint, and the 
Returning Officer shall give them all reasonable facilities for examining the 
nomination papers* of oil candidates which have been delivered within the 
time and in the manner prescribed in rule 11. 

24. (1) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomination papers and shall 
decide all objections which may be made to any nomination, and may, either 
on such objection or on hia own motion, alter such summary inquiry, if any, as 
he thinks necessary, reject any nomination on any of th) following grounds: — 

(i) that the candidate is ineligible fOT election under rule 5 or rule 6; 

(ii) that a proposer or seconder is disqualified from subscribing a nominitioD 
paper under sub-rule (4) of rule 11; 

(iii) that there has been any failure to comply with any of the provisions of 
rule 11 or rule 12; 

(iv) that the candidate or any proposer or seconder is not identical with the 
person whose electoral number is given in the nomination paper as the number 
of such candidate, pioposer or seconder, as the ease may be; 

(v) that the signati.Te of the candidate or of any proposer or seconder is rot 
genuine or has been obtained fraud. 

*7onn9 of nom'n>ition TOper will be supplied free of cost by the Beturning Officer oa 
•ppU-ation hy oondidetes.. 
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(2) For the purposes of this regulatiou, — 

the produutiou of a certified copy^ of an entry made in the electoral roU 
of any constituency shall be couclusive evidence of the right of any elector 
named in that entry to stand for election or to subscribe a nomination ^aperf 
as the case may be, unless it is proved that the candidate is disqualified under 
rule 5 or rule 6 or, as the case may be, that the proposer or seconder is disqua* 
litied under sub-rule (4) of rule 11, and 

(u) Inhere a person has subscribed whether as proposer or seconder a larger 
number of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filled, those of the 
papers so subscribed which have been first received, up to the number of vacan- 
cies to be filled, shall be deemed to be valid. 

(3) Nothing contained in clause (ii), clause (iii), clause (iv), or clause (v) of 
sub-regulation (1) shall be deemed to authorise the rejection of the nomination 
of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in respect o-^ a nomination 
paper, if the candidate has been duly nominated by means of* another iioinina- 
tiou paper in respect of which no irregularity has been committed. 

26. (1) The Heturniug Officer shall endorse on each -nomination paper his 
depision accepting or rejecting the same and, ii the nomination paper is rejec- 
ted or is accepted after objection lias been taken to its validity, shall record in 
writing a brief statement of his reasons tor such rejection or acceptance. 

(2) The scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf 
under clause (b) of sub-rule 2 of rule 11 and no adjournment of the projieed^ 
ings shall be allowed. 

26. On completion of the scrutiny of nomimit’ons nnd after the expiry of 
the period within which candidates may be withdrawn under sub-rule (6) of rule 
11. the Itetuming Officer shall forthwith prepare a list of valid nominations 
and cause it to be afidxed in some conspicuous place in his office. 

27. If the number of duly nominated candidal es is greater than the number 

Of vacancies the Beturning Officer shall forthwith publish in the Bihar aad 
OriHM Gazette, and in such other maimer as the local Government may pres- 
<vibe, and in such pieces in the constituency as he may consider necessary, the 
nemos of the oundidatee as given in the nomiuution papers in alphabetical 
order. « 

Voting in Conotituencies other than the Landholders' CQnstiiuenoy 

28. The local Government shall oppo’nt the hour at which the poll shall 
Commence and the hour at which it shall close on the date appointed for the 
poll under clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11. The hours so fixed shall be 
published by notification in the Bihar and Orissa Gazette and in such other 
manner as the local Government may prescribe. 

29. (1) The Returning Officer shall select for each constituency na many 
polling stations as he thinks necessary and the District Magistrate shall pub- 
fish, in such manner as the local Government may prescribe, a list showing the 
pulling stations so selected, and the polling oreas for which they have respec- 
tively beon selected. 

(2) The District Magistrate shall appoint a presiding officer for each polling 
station and such other persons (hereinafter retorred to as polling officers) to 
assist the presiding officer as he thinks necessary. 

30. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the polling station, shall see 
that the election is fairly conducted, shall regulate the number of electors to 
be admitted at one time, and shall exclude nil other persons except — ' 

(a) the polling ofi^oers the candidates, and one agent of each candidate 
hereinafter, referred to as the polling agent) appointed in writing by the 
candidate, and authorised in this behalf by the Betumini^ Officer, 

(b) the police or other public servants on duty, and 

(c) such other persons as the presiding officer may from time to time admit 
for the purpose of identifying elec’-ors. 

*A oerfcifled oopv of an entry in the roll will he euppIieS by the DUtr'et Magistrate on 
paymoit of the prescribed fees. 
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(2) The presiding officer shall close the polling station at the hour appointed 
in that behalf by the local Go'vernment under regulation 28, and shall not 
admit any voter thereto after that hour: 

' Provided that if the presiding officer, owing to the occurrence within the 
polling station ot rioting or disorder beyond bis control, is compelled to close 
the poll before the hour so appointed by Government, the poll shall be adjourn- 
ed to the following day to an hour to be fixed by the presiding officer and shall 
remain open on that day for o period equal to the period during which the 
recording of votes was prevented the previous day. 

31. No ballot paper shall be issued after the closing hour appointed under 
regulation 28 but any voter who has received his ballot paper before that hour 
shall be allowed a reasonable opportunity to record bis vote. 

32. Each polling* station shall be furnished with such number of compart- 
ments, in whicn \pters can record th^ votes screened from observation, as the 
Beturning Officer thinks necessary. 

33. The Returning Officer shall provide at each polling station one ballot 
box for each of the candidates on which name ehall be written. The box 
shall also be coloured and numbered, a separate serial number and colour 
being assigned by the lletuming Officer to each candidate of which notice shall 
be publiahed at each polling station at least 46 hours before the date of the; 
polling. 

“ 34. (1) The Relurnmg Officer shall pvovide at each polling station instru- 
ments for stamping an official mark on the ballot papers, as many ballot boxes 
as may be necessary, and copies of the electoral roll or of such part thereof as 
contains the names of the electors entitled to vote at such station. 

(2) 'fhe official mark shall be kept secret, and a period of not less than 
seven years shall intervene between the use of the same official mark at 
elections for the same constituency in the same polling area. 

35. Every ballot box ehall be eo constructed that the bollot papers can be 
introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without the box being 
unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling station, immediately before the 
oommcncemeiit of the poll, shall show the ballot box empty to such persons as 
niay be present ^ such station so that they may see that it is empty, and 
shall then lock it up, and place his seal upon it in cuch manner as to prevent 
its being opened without breaking such seal, and keep it so locked and sealed. 

36. Before the polling station is open for the reoordmg of votes, the presiding 
officer shall read to such persons as may be present the provisions of section 14 
of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, and shall explain the 
substance thereof in the vernacular of district. 

-37. Immediately before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, it shall 
be marked on the back with the official mark, and the numbt-r, name and 
description of the elector as stated in the electoral roll (-holl be called out, 
and the number of the elector shall be entered on a ballot paper list in Ecnn 
VIII annexed to these regulations, and a mark shall be placed in a copy of 
the electoral roll against the number of the elector to denote that he has 
received a ballot paper, ^ut without showing the particular ballot paper which 
he has received. On the ballot paper list shall be entered the name of the . 
constituency and the name or distinctive number of the polling station. 

88. The elector, oR receiving the ballot paper, shalf forthwith proceed into 
the compartment in the polling staticxi and shall put his ballot paper into the 
ballot box of the candidate for whom he wishes to vote. Every elector shall 
vote without undue delay and shall quit the polling station as soon as he has 
put his ballot paper il^to the ballot box. 

89. (1) If more than one member is to be elected for any constituency, the 

presiding officer shall give the vot^ as mariy ballot papers as there are members, 
lo be elected and shall explain to him that each ballot paper must be placed in 
a different ballot box. * * 

(2) Each such ballot paper shall bear the same serial number, t 
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(3) li the elector places more than one ballot paper ia the same b<&, the 
votes shall be invalid and shall not be counted. 

The presiding officer shall give such assistance as may be required to 
any elector who is by reason of iniinml^ or illiierucy unable to vote in the 
manner prescribed. 

^ il. At any time before s ballot x^aper is delivered to an elector, the presid- 
mg officer or polling officer may, of 1^ own accord if he has reason to doubt 
the identity of the elector or his right to vote at such station, and shall, if 
so lequired by a candidate or a polling agent, put to the elector tht iollowiu® 
questions : — ° 

(1) Are you the perbon enrolled as follows (reading the whole enirj' from 
the roll) ? and 

(2) Have you already toted at the piesent election in this constituency? and 

at a general election — ^ 

(3) Have you already vo‘ed at this general election for the Legislative 
Assembly in any other general constituency? 

and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to answer 
one of the questions and iinless he answers the iirst question hi the affirnictive, 
the second question in the negati\e, and, at a general election, the third 
question also in the negative. 

42. The ballot pai‘er shall be in Foim IX annexed to these regulations and 
sbaJi be serially numbered on the back. 

43. If a person representing himself to be a particular elector lu'ined 
the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper after another person has voted as 
such elector, the applicant shall, after dul> answering such questions as the 
presiding officer may usk, be entitled to receive a ballot paper. Such ballot paper 
(hereinafter referred to as a tendered l^dlot paper) shall bt in Foim X annexed 
to these regulutions and. iubtead of bcirg put into the ballot box, shall be giten 
to the presiding officer and endorsed by him with the name of the candidate lor 
whom such person desires to rote end with the name of the voter and 
his number on the electoral roll and the name of the electoral area to which the 
roll relates and shall be set aside in a separate packet and shall not be counted by 
the Beturning Officer. The name of the voter and his number iq the electoral 
roll ^he name or distiiicthe number of the polling btatiou to which the roll 
telutes shall be entered in a list in Form XI annexed to these regulations, which 
shall bear the heading “Tendered votes list”. The person tendering such ballot 
paper shall sign his name and address thereon or affix his thumb impression 
against the entry in that list 

44. If any polling ogent declares and undertakes to prove ihat any person 
by applying for a ballot paper has committed the offence of personation, the 
presiding officer may re<iuire such person to enter in the list of challenged votes 
(which shall be in" Form XII annexed to these regulations) his name -and 
address or. if he is unable to write, to affix his thumb impression thereto and 
may further require such person to produce evidence of identification. If such 
perbon on being questioned in the manner provided in rej^ulatior 41 answers 
the first question in the affirmative and ihe other quesiioiis in the ncgati\e, 
he shall 'be allowed to vote after he has been informed of the penalty for 
personation. The presiding officer shall make a note of the circumstances, and 
of his decision on the list of challenged votes. 

45. A voter who has inadvertently dealt with his ballot paper in such a 
manner that it cannot 'conveniently be used as a ballot paper may, on deliver- 
ing it to the presiding officer and satisfying him of the inadvertence, obtain 
another ballot paper in place of the spoilt paper and the latter shall, together 
with the entry relating to it in the ballot paper list, be marked as cancelled. 

46. A presiding officer, polling officer or polling agowt who is on duty at a 
polling station at which he is not entitkd to vote sh^, if he is certified by ^ ft 
Returning Officer to be entitled to vote at the election for the constituency in 
connection with which he is employed or for any other constituency, be allowed 
to record his vote at that polling statical. The name of the polling station at 
which he W'ould otherwise have been entitled to vote shall be entered on the 
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ballot paper list together with hia aumber in the electoral roll for the consti- 
tuency in which that polling station is situated. He shall record on the back 
of the certificate given by the Returning Officer only the name of the candidate 
to w'hom he gives his vote and, unless the voter be the presiding officer himself, 
hand it with the ballot paper to the presiding officer. 

47. (1) Such certificate and ballot paper shall be placed in an envelope and 
sealed by the presiding ofTieer and relumed to the ■Returning Offieei who has 
granted the certificate and such Returning Officer shell cause such vote to be 
included among the other votes given for the candidate designated by the 
voter. 

(2) The certificates received by the Returning Officer with ballot papers 
under this regulation shall be preserved for the bume period and by the stune 
authority as '^e ballot papers. 

48 . The presiding officer of each polling station as soon as practicable after 
the close of the poll shall, in the piesence of any candidates ur polling agents 
who may be present, make up into separate parcels and seal with his own 
seal and the seals of such candidates or agents as may desire to affix their 
seals — 

(1) ench*ballot box in use at each station unopened but with ihe key attach- 
ed and ^he slit in the lid sealed up; 

(2) the unused ballot papers;

(4) the spoilt ballot papers; 

(5) the marked copy of the electoral rtdl: 

(6) the ballot paper lists; 

(7) ’1ihe tendered votes list; and 

(8^ the list of challenged votes; 

and shall deliver such packets to the Returning Officer. 

49. The packets shall be accompanied by a statement made by the presidir.g 
officer, showing the number of ballot papers entrusted to h'm and accounting 
for them under the heads of ballot papers in the ballot box, unused spoilt, 
and tendered ballot papers, and ballot papers dealt with under regulation 46. 

Counting of X’otis in Constiiuonoieg other than the Landholders* ConsH'uenfy 

60, The Returning Officer shoU, as soon as may be practicable fifl‘'r the 
close of the poll, appoint a date, time and place for the i*oujnin|^ of and 

shall gi\e notice ^ writing thereof to all candidates and election agents. 

51 . (1) No person shall be allowed to be present at the counting of the votes 
except the Returning Officer and such persons ns he ma\ appo’nt to assist him 
iir counting the votes, and such other persons as have a right to be present under 
sub-rule (6) of rule 14. 

(2) No person shall be appo'nted to assist in counting the votes who has 
been emplo\ed bv or on behalf of an\ candidate for anv purpose whataosven 
connected with the election. ' ^ 

52 . On the djw and at the time appointed under regulation .'iO the Returning 
Officer shall, before he 'commences to count the votes, read the provis of 
section 14 of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquir es Act, 1920, to such 
persons as may be present, and shell then proceed as^ollows: — 

(a) Tbe ballot box or boxes relating to each polling station «hall be opened 
one after another, and the Returning Officer shall take out ihe papers there- 
from, count them or cause them to be counted and record the number thcieof in 
a statement. Such J^tatement shall not be shewn to any candidate, election 
agent or representative. 

(b) After the number of ballot papere received n each box from each polling 
station has been recorded, the ballot papers given to each candidate will be put 
together in convenient* bundles and thereafter the Returning Officer shall allow 
the candidates, their election agents, and any representatives daly authorised 
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under sub-rule (6) of rule 14, reasonable opportunity to mspecfc, without hand- 
ling, the ballot papers and shall on every ballot paper which is wholly or parti- 
ally rejected endorse the word "rejected". If any candidate, election agent or 
representative present questicms the correctness of the rejection, the Iletuinin§ 
Officer shall also record on the ballot paper the grounds for the rejection No 
candidate, agent or representative shall be allow'ed to see the ser ai number on 
the back of any ballot paper. 

(c) The Returning Oflioer shall, as far as practicable, proceed continuously 
with the counting of the votes, and shall, during any necessary intervals during 
which the counting has to be suspended, place the ballot papers, packets and 
other documents relating to the elect on under his own seal and the seals of such 
candidates, agents, or TcpresentatWes. as may desire to affix their seals, and 
shall cause adequate precautions to be taken for their custodv. 

58. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if — 

(a) it has not on its back the official mark, 

(b) it bears any mark by which the elector can be identified. 

(2) The decision of the Returning Officer as to the validity of a ballot paper 
shall be final, subject only to reversal on an election petition claiming the seat, 
54. The Returning Officer shall not open ‘the sealed packets of the tendered 
votes, the marked copy of the electcural roll or the ballot paper I'sts. He shall 
verify the statement submitted bv the presiding officer under regulat'on 49 b^

and shall permit any candidate, election agent, or any representative duly 
authorised under sub-rule (6) of rule 14 to take a copy of or an extiract from

Voting in the LandholdeTs* Conetituency 

56. The local Government shall appoint the hour at which the poll shall 
commence and the hour at which it shall close on the date appointed for the 
poll under clause (c) of sub-rule (21 of rule 11. The hours so fixed shall be 
published bv notification in the Bihar and OrieBa Gaeette and in such other 
manner as the local Government may prescribe. 

57. Not less than fifteen clear days before the date fixed for the poll, the 
Returning Officer shall send by registered post a declaration paper and a ballot 
paper (hereinafter referred to collectivelv os voting papers) to each elector to 
the address entered against his name in the electoral roll. 

58. The deolaratlon Qpper shall be in Form XIII and* the ballot paper in 

Form XTV. To ccwh elector shall bo is^^ued the voting papers Ti'h' se serial 
numbers correspond to the number which the elector bears on the elec* 0 Tc‘l roll. 
The same serial number shall be entered on the face of the declaration paper 
and on the back of the ballot paper ^ 

69. Before the election papers are issued to an elector, the Retum’ng Officer 
shall — 

(a) have the name of the elector entered on the declarat’on paper; and 

(b) place his initials affainst the name of the elector concerned in the 
electoral roll.^r the copy of it used for the purpose of the election.' 
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60 . With the voting papers, the Betuming Officer shall send an envelope 
addressed to himself in Form XV, a smaller envelope with the number of the 
ballot paper entered on its face and a letter in Form XVI. The Betuming 
Officer shall have the number of the ballot paper entered at the left-hand bottoin 
oomer of the larger envelope. 

01 . Each elector upon receipt of his voting papers, if he desires to vote In 
the election, shall first sign the declaration in the presence of an Attesting 
Officer who shall attest his signature, whereupon the elector may record his vote 
on the ballot paper.

tion 56 for the cfos'ng of the poll. Envelopes received after that hour shall he 
rejected : 

Provided that the* elector may, at his option, instead of sending the envelope 
to the Betuming Officer by post, deposit it in a ballot box which shall be 
provided fer tho purpose at the oQSce of the Returning Officer during the hoiprs 
fixed for the poll luider the aforesaid regulation. 

64 . If an elector is incapacitated from blindness or other physical cause frotn 
Noting in the manner prescribed above, it s^hall bo competent for h’m to mahe 

his declaration and to record his vote bv the hand of any officer empowered to 
attest his declaration; and such officer shall certify on the declaration paper the 
incapacity and attest tho fact of h’s having been requested bv the elector to 
fflgn ihe declaration paper and to mark the ballot paper for him, and of their 
having been so gigxed and marked b\ him in the presence of the elector. , 

6B. An elector who has not received his voting papers, or whose vot'ng papei;>B 
before tbpir despatch back to the Betuming Officer have been inadvertently 
spoilt in such manner that they cannot be conveniently used as such, or who 
hae lost his voting papers may, on making a declaration to that effect, obta‘n 
frnm rsixsff papers. 1® irAsa® 

papers are issued a mark shall be placed against the number of the elector’s 
name in the roll to denote that new papera have been issued in place of tbo^e 
not received, spo It or lost, as the case may be. > 

66. No election shall be invalidated bv reason that an elector has 
received the voting papers duly sent to him xmder these regulations. 

Covniing^ of Votet in the Landholders* Constituency 

87. The Betuming Officer shall, as soon as may be practicable after the 
tflose of the poll, fix a date, time and place for the counting of votes, and shall 
give notice in writing thereof to all candidates and their election agents. 

68. (1) No person shall be allowed to be preaent at the counting of the vot%a 
■except the Betuming Officer, and such persons as he ma-v appoint to assist hi^ 
in counting the votes, and such other persona as have a right to be present und%r 
sub-rule (6) of rule 14 

(21 No person shall he appointed to assist in counting the votes who has been 
employed by or on behalf of anj candidate for any purpose’ whatsoever connected 
with the election • • 

69 . On the d.ay and at the time appointed under regulation 67 the Returning 
'Officer shall, before he commences to count the votes, read the provisions (jf 
sect’on 14 of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, to such 
persons as maj be j^esent, and ahall then proceed as follows: — 

(a) The envelopes in Form XV received from electors by the Returning 
Officer, except those rejected under regulaticsi 63, shall first be arranged serially 
•according to the numbers entered on them and shall then be opened bv th’e 
Itetuming Officer or sa-hrs nressnee. The Betumin? Officctr ahnll first. AseertAin 
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or cause to be ascertained whether the numbers on the declaration papers and 
the amaller envelopes conta'niug the ballot papers are correct. 

(b) If the Betuming Officer is satisfied cm this point and if the declaratioik 
and attestation appear to be regular, he. shall file the declaration papers and 
put the closed envelopes containing the ballot papers m a separate heap. 

(c) Where the Betuming Officer ‘s not satisfied that a declaration paper is 
the one sent out b^ him to the elector concerned, or where the declaration or 
attestation is not in order, or where the elector haft &iled to comply with the 
provisions of regulation 63, he shall endorse the w'ord ‘rejected’ on the back of 
the declaration paper and keep it with the connected ballot paper in a separate 
bundle. 

(d) The envelopes containing the ballot papers except those rejected under 
regulation 63 jr clause (c) of this reguletnon shall then be ‘'opensfi, the papers 
examined, and the votes counted by the Beturn'ng Officer OEr under his super- 
vision. 

(e) The Betuming Officer shall allow the cand'dates, their election agents 
and any representatives duly authorised under sub-rule (6) of rule 14 reasonable 
opportunity to inspect, without handling, the ballot papers and shall on every 
ballot paper which is rejected endorse the word ‘rejected’. If any canddate» 
election agent or representative present questions the correctness of the rejec- 
tion, the Betuming Officer shall also record on the ballot paper the grounds foi^ 
the rejection. No cand'date, agent mpresentative shall be allowed to see the- 
serial number on the back of any ballot paper. 

70. The Betuming Officer shall as far as practicable, proceed continuously 
with the counting of the votes, and shall, during any necessary intervalsoduring 
wh'ch the counting has to be suspended, place the ballot papers, packets and 
Other documents relating to the election under his own seal and the seals of such 
candidates, agents or representat'ves as mav deaire to affix their seals, and shall 
cause adequate precautions to be taken for theii custody, 

71. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected — 

^a) it has not been issued by the Betuming Officer; 

(b) no vote is recorded thereon; 

(c) It is void for uncertainty; 

(d) it bears any mark by Which tb§ elector can be identified. 

f2) The decision of the Betuming Officer as to the valid'ty of a ballot paper 
shall be final, subject only to reversal on an election petition clnim'ng the seat. 

72. Upon tho completion of the counting the Betuming Officer shall acal up* 
in separate packets — 

(1) the counted ballot papers; 

(2) the rejected declaration papers and connected bdllot papers; 

(3) the ballot papers rejected at the count; 

(4) the-^le of declaration papers; and 

{&} the marked copy of the electoral roll. 

73. The Betuming Officer shall then prepare and certify a return in Form 

XVII setting forth — ■ 

fl) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given: 

(5) the number of valid votes given for each candidate; 

f3) the name of the cand'date elected: and 

(4) the number of votes declared in^lid;

and shall permit any candidate, election agent, or any representative' 'duly 
authorised under sub-rule (6) of rule 14 to take a copy of os an extract from sucUi 
return. 
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Regulations applicable to all Constiluenoies 

74. The Betuming Ofi&cei< shall, after reporting the result of the election 
.under rule 14, — 

(1) for^'srd a copy of the return to the Chief Secretary to the local Qovem- 
ment and also to the Secretary to the Government of Ii^Ia in the Legislative 
Department; and 

(2) forward the original return and all the packets relating to the election 
in his possession to such officer as znay be appointed by the local Government 
in this behalf. 

75. While ill the custodj of the offictnr to whoia they h 0 vebce>is«>for\\,iide<l, 
the packets of ballot papers whether counted, rejected or tendered, and of the 
ballot papers and tendered votes lists and in the case of postal elections tha 
declaration ^pers^nd the rejected declaration papers with their connected ballot 
papers shall not ^le opened and their contents shall not be ‘nspected or produced 
except under the order of a competent Court or of Commissioners appointed to 
hold an inquiry in respect of an Section but all other documents relating to the 
election shall be open to public inspection subject to such conditions and to the 
pajment of such fee, ‘f any, as the locol Government may impose. 

78. ThiJ packets aforesa'd shall be retained for a period of one year and shall 
thereafter be destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made bv the 
local Government, or by a competent Court or by Commissioners appointed to 
■hold an inquiry in respect of an election. ‘ 

(justody and Pteservation of Election Papers 

77. The following regulations shall be cbsei.\t*d for the cus'ody and pit 

tion, inspectioii and production of ballot papers and other election papers 
enumerated below; — ^ 

(1) The preliminary electoral rolls published under regulation 8 at the office 
of the B^gisiratiou Omcer. 

(2) Claims and objections having reference to the prel'minary rolls and 
regfstoni recording such ciaisis and obiecthaB. 

(31 Final electoral rolls as republished under regulation 16. 

(4) Nomination papers of candidates and notices of withdrawal from candi* 

dature. ' 

(5) Lists of candidates noiii'uated. 

(6) Letters of appointment of election agents and notices of the revocation of 
such appointments. 

(7) Orders of Betuming Officers appointing the polling stations for polling 
areas within the’r constituency. 

'(8) Betums of the Betuming Officers prepared under regulations 55 and 73 
amd ballot paper accounts. 

(9) Betums of election expenses and the declarations of candidates and their 
agents relating thereto. 

78. Of the above papers items 1, 2, 3 and 7 shall be preserved until after 
the next revision of the electoral foils of the constituencies to which they relate 
and shall then be destroyed or sold as waste paper. In general and -Candholders* 
constituene'es items 1 And 2 shall be kept in the record room of the Eegisitra- 
tion Officer, item 3 shall be kept in the record room of the District Magistrate 
in whose district t\ie electoral rolls were published and item 7 shall be kept in 
the record room of the Betuming Officer. 

79. Items 4, 5 and 6 for the different constituencies shall be preserved in 
the same places as item 7. These papers shall be destroved after three veers 
unless their retention for a longer period is ordered by the local Government. 

80. Item number 8 shall be kept by the Betuming Officer and shnll be 
destroyed together with the ballot papers after one year unless their retention 
for a longer period is ordered by a competent authority. 

81. Item 9 shall be kept in the same places as item 7, and shall be destroyed 
after five years 



S2. Election petitions with the proceedings and reports of the Election 
Commissioners thereon shall be kept in the Legislative Department of the 
Oovemment of India and shall be destroyed after three years unless their 
retention for a longer period is ordered by the Secretary in the said Department.' 

83. The public shall have a r'ght on payment of a fee of Es. 2 to inspect the 
papers in items 1 to 8 of regulation 77 and to obtain certified or attested copies 
of any of the papers preserved under that regulat’on on payment of the same 
fees as are prescribed for copies of the Bevenue Records in paragraphs 286, 287, 
310 and 311 of the B. & O. Records Manual.

show the ballot box empty to such persons as may be present in such station, 
ao that they may see that it is empty and shall then look it up, and ))lace his 
seal upon it in such manner as to prevent its being opened without breaking 
such seal and shall place it iu his view for the receipt of ballot papers and 
keep it so locked and scaled.

and shall forward such packets to the Returning Officer 

25. Statement to accompany the ballot pikers and Uata. — ^The packets shall 
be accompanied by a statement made by the presiding officer, showing the 
number of ballot papers entruated to him, and aoeouniing for them 

heads of ballot papers In the ballot box, unused, spoilt, and tendered ballot 
papers and ballot papers dealt with under regulation 23. 

26. Appointment of date, etc., for counting of votes. — ^Thc Returning Officer 
shall, as soon as may be practicable after the close of the poll, .appoint u date, 
time and place for the counting of votes and shall give notice in writing thereof 
to ^11 candidates and election agents. 

27. Pereons who may be present at the counting of votes. — (1) Xo person 

fihfUI be allowed to be present at the cotmting of the votes except tlfe lietum* 
ing Officer and such persons us he may appoint to assist him in counting the 
votes, and such other persons os have a right to be present under sub-rule 
(8) of rule 14. * 

(2) Xo person shall be appointed to assist in counting the* votes, who has 
been employed by or on behalf of any candidate for any purpose whatooevee 
connected with the election. 

28. Scrutiny and counting of vote# and declaration of reaolts. —

The* usa 
of pen and ink will ^lot be allowed. Pencil and paper may be used for Ithe 
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purpose of making such notes as may be necessary for further reference. The 
I(etiiming Officer or other official deputed bv him in that behalf shall see that 
the above provision^ are strictly enforced. 

(2) Cerb'fied copies of the above ment'oned documents authenticated by * 
the Returning Officer, or any person authorised by him for the purpose, shali 
be given on payment of the same feea as are prescribed for grant of copiet. of 
records kept under the Central Prov'nces Land Bevenues Act, 1917, if such docu- 
ments relate to a constituency in the Central Provinces and under the Berar Laud 
Jlevenue Code. 1928, if such doc-uments relate to the constituency in Berar.

Custody end Preservat^n of Elsoiion Papers

Papers relating to claims and objections [item (*i)] decided by revising 
aiilhoi’ities shall be kept until the next revision of the eicctorol roll of the 
iMustituenoy to which they pertain hae been completed, and shall then be 
destroyed. Orders by Betuming Officers under regulation 18 shall be kept 
uutil the termination of the next general election for the constituencies and 
shall then be destroyed. The other papers shall be kept [excluding those in 
items (iii), (ix) and (x)] for a period of one year and shall then be destroyed; 
unless their retention for a longer period is otherwise ordered by competent 
authority 

(,1) Three complete copies of the fiiwl electoral i*o11b relating to each disrnct 
rf 2 al) be deposited in tbe office of the T^puty Commissioner. Two co])ies of 
all dnal rolls for areas comprised within each division shall be kept in the 
•office of the Commissioner. One complete copy of the electoral roll for each 
<! 0 )istituer!cy shall also be kept for record in the Legislative Department of the 
Assam Secretariat. 

(4) Copies of electoral rolls bo deported shall be^ preserved permanently 
^nd shall before deposit, bo duly autiii^ticated by the registermg authority. 

(5) Printed copies of electoral rolls in excess of the number required for per< 
jnanent record shall be deposited in the offices of the District Officers. Spare 
copies of electoral rolls shall be available for sale to the public for a period of 
three years from the date of publication, after which they will be destroyed ns 
soon after as ihe fresh publication of electoral rolls ordered to be prepared lU'clcr 
sub-rule (4) of rule 9 has been completed. 

(6) The election petitions and proceedings and reports of Election Commifl- 
eioners thereon shall be kept in the I/egislative Department of the Government 
of India and shall be destroyed after three yea^a \mless their retention fw fv 
longer period is ordered by the Secretary in the said Department. 
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(^7) The returns of election expenses lodged with Beturning Officers shall b% 
kept by them for three years and shall be destroyed as soon after as the next 
general election has been completed. 

(^) The public ffhall hava a right to inspect the election papers enumerated 
above and to get attested copies thereof on payment of fees prescribed for copies 
of records charged under the High Court Rules and Orders (Civil): Provided 
that* returns of election expenses shall be available for inspection at the offices 
■of the Returning Officers of the constituencies concerned on payment of a fee 
of Be. 1 each, and copies of such Tclura shall be furnished on payment of a 
fee of Rs. 2 each. •

12. The local Government shall anpolnt the hour at which the poll shall 
commence and the hour at which it ^all cjose on the elute oppointid for the 
poll under clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11. The hours so fixed sliall be 
published by notification in the Gazette and in such other manner as the local 
Government may direct. 

18. (I) Tlie Commissioner ^hail select as many polling stutTons as he ih\nk« 
iiecessai^ and shall publish in such manner as the local Oovernment may 
prescribe a list showing the polling stations so selected and the polling areas 
for which they have respectively been selected. 

(2) The Conimissioiier shall appoint a presidina officer for each polling station 
and such, other persons (hereinafter referred to as polling officers) to assist the 
pVesiding officer as he thinks necessary. 

14. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the polling station, shall 
see that the election is fairly conducted, shall regulate the number of electo|!S 
to be admitted at one time, and shall exclude all other persona exc^t — 

(a) the^polling officers, the candidates, one agent of each candidate (hcie- 
inafter referred to ns the polling agent) appointed in writing by the candidate 
and authorised in this behalf by returning officer (pit/i'ided that if one or 
more polling officers are appointed, the same number of additional polling 
agents so appointed and authorised may be admitted), 

(b) the police or othei^ persons on duty, and 

(o) such other persons as the presiding officer may from time to time admit 
for the purpose of identifying electore. 

(2) The pres'ding officer shall close the polling station the hour appointed 
in that behalf by the local Government under regulatior. 12, so as to prevent 
the admission thereto of nny voter alter that hour. 

15. Subject to Ihe provisione of regulations' 28 ^nd 20 no person shall be 
admitted to vote at any polling atat'on except the one allotted to the polling 
area in ^'hich be has been registered as an elector. 
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10. Ko ballot paper shall be issued alter the closing hour appointed under 
reguldtion 12 but any voter who has received his ballot paper before that hour 
^hall> be allowed a reasonable opportuml^ to record .his vote. 

17. lHach polling station, shall be fum.shed with such number of compart* 
ments, in which voters can record their votes screened from observation, as the 
Comniiss oner thinks necessary. 

18. The Commissioner shall provide at each polling station such number of 
clerks as he may consider neccssar\, materials sufficient for the purpose of 
enabling voters to mark the ballot papers, as manj ballot boxes as may be 
necessary, copies of the electoral roils or of such part thereof as contains the 
names oi the electors entitled to vote at such station, n list of the nounnul'ous 
and buch other papers and forms as may be necessary. 

19. Every ballot box shall be so constructed that the ballot papers can be 
introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without the box being 
unlocked. The presiding officer at any ]M>lllng station, immediately before the 
commeuceiuent of the poll, shall show the ballot box empty to such persons as 
may be present in such staton, so that they may see that it is empty, and shall 
th^n lock itmp, und place a seal it in such manner as to prevent its being 
opened without brea^ng such seal, and shall place it in his view or the view of 
a ijolling officer for the receipt of ballot papers and keep it so locked and sealed.' 

20. B^ore the polling station is open for the recording of votes, the presld* 
ing officer shall read to the polling agents and such other persons as may be 
present the provisions of section 14 of the Indian Eleotions Offences and 
Inquiries Act, 1920, And sliall explain the anhstonre thereof in the vernacular 
of the district. 

21. The z^ame of every person presenting himself to vote and his number on 
the electoral roll shall be entered on a sl'p in Form IV attached to these regula- 
tions, und»b\ich person shall thereafter, if he is literate, sign his name in the 
ooluirui i)rovided for that purpoae or, if be is ilUtevatc, fix his thumb impression 
thereto. Even, signature or thumb ImpreiMou so made shall be attested by any 
oandidate or h*la representative as aforesoid who may be able to recognise the 
voter or by ony pth^ perbon who may be admitted by the presiding officer for 
the purpose of identifying voters. Buch slips shall be consecutively numbered. 

22. The elector shall then present the aforementioned slip to the presiding 
officer or polling officer who, after satisfymg himself that the slip has been duly 
signed nr impressed and attested, shall give to the elector the outer foil of a 
ballot paper bearing on each side an. offic'a! mark and shall at the same time 
note on the correspondiug counterfo’l the number of the elector in the electoral 
roll and make a mark against the entry of the elector’s name in the electoral 
roll to denote that the elector has received a ballot paper. This mark shall not 

^dicute the nuniber of the ballot paper which the elector has received. 

23. At any time before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, the presiding 

officer or jiolling officer may, 'of his own accord, if he has roason toj doubt the 
identity of the elector or his right to vote at such station, and shall, if so 
required b^' a candidates or polling agent, put to tbe elector the following ques- 
tions : — , 

(1) Are you th? person enrolled as follows (readhig whole entvj from the 
voll)? and, 

(2j Have you already voted at the present election in this constituency? 

and the elector shalVnot be supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to answer 
either of the questioifl and unless he answers the first question in the affirmative 
and the second question in the^ negative. 

24. If the elector is literate, he shall, on receiving the ballot paper, forthwith 
proceed to a place seined* from observation which shall be set apart for tha 
purpose and shall there mark a cross ngornsi tbe name of the caodidate whom 
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bb prefers. He shall then fold the ballot paper so as to eaocel his vote and 
shall put ihe ballot paper so folded into the ballot box. 

25. If the elector is illiterate or by reason oi lofiimity Is uoable to vote in. 
the Diunuer prescribed, the presiding officer or polling officer shall at his 
request in the view of any polling agents who arc present make u cross on the 
ballot paper according to the direction oi the elector, and shall cause the ballot 
papci so marked to be priced iu the ballot box. 

26. It a person representing himbelf to be a particular elector named on. 

the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper after another person hus voted as 
hucli elector, the applicant shall, after duly ansueniig such questions as. »Ih* 
presiding officer may ask, be entitled to mark a ballot paper in the samo 
manner ab any other voter. Such ballot paper ihereinufter referred to a^ a 
“tendered ballot paper”) shall be a cobur different froA the other ballot 
papers, and, instead ot being put in the l^llot box, shall be given to the presid-. 
iug officer and endorsed by him with the name of the voter afi<^ his number on 
the electoral roll and the name of the electoml area to which the roll relates and 
shall be set aside hi n bcparale packet and shall not be counted by the letuining 
ufficei'. The name of the voter and hie number in the electoral loU and the- 
name or distinctive number of the poU'i^ 8l;^tion to which the relates 

shall be entered in a list in Form V aimexed to these regulations, which shkh 
bear the heading “Tendered votes liat”. The person tendenug such ballot 
paper shall s gn his name and address thereon or affix his thumb impression 
aganst the entry in that list. 

27. An elector who has inadvert^tly dealt with his ballot paper in such a 
nxannei that it cannot conveniently be used as a ballot paper may, on deliver* 
ing it to the presiding officer and satisfying h‘m of the inadvertence* obtain 
anotAier ballot paper tn place of the spoilt paper, and the latter shall, together 
with itf. counterfoil, be marked ns cancelled. 

28. A presiding officer, polling officer, polling agent or clerk employed by 

the presidng officer who is on duty at a station at which )Se is not 

entitled to vote shall, if he is certified by ^e returning officer to be entitled to 
vote at the election for the constituency, be allowed to record his, ^ vote at that 
polling station. The name of the poUiog station at which he would otherwise 
have been ent'tled to vote shall be entered in the cornitedoU of the ballot 
paper together with hie dtimber 'n the electoral roll for the polling area ia 
which that polling statioix is utuated.

and shall deliver such packets to the ret^iming officer. 

31. The packets shall be accompanied by a sjtatement in Form VI made by 
the presiding officer, showing the number of ballot papers entrusted to hijn\ 
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•ud aooouatmg for them u&der the heads of ballot papan In the ballot 
tinus&d. spoilt, uud tendered ballot papenv, and ballot papers dealt with uo^ef

4 . The electoral roll shall conta'n the date of its publication. 

6. The electoral roll shall be published by being posted up in the office 
of each Poputy Commissioner, Municipal Committee, Xotiiied Area Com- 
xrittee, District Hoard ond Cantonment Authorit), in every Tahsil and Police 
Station and In the piincipal civil Court of each District.

1. The Betuminp Officer for the coustitueney shall be »n officer appointed by 
notification in the local official Gazette and any officer deputed for the time 
being by such Returning Officer to perform hia duties under his direct super- 
vision : 

Provided that no such officer shall perform any of the f\mctions of the 
Returning Officer which relate to the aeceptonce_ of a nomination paper, or to 
the scrutiny, of nominations or to the counting of votes, unless the Hetuniing 
Officer is unavoidably prevented from performing the aame, in which case the 
said functions may be performed by the officer so deputed. 

Sciatiny oi NominatloiiB 

2. On the date appointed by the Ijocal (iovernment for the scrutiny of 
Qoraiaations under sub-rule (2) of rule 11, the candidates, their eieoticm agents, 
one propose? and one seconder o^ each candidate, and one other person duly 
authorised in writing by each candidate, but no other person, may attend at 
such time and place as the lletuming Officer may appoint and the Returning 
Officer slmll give them all reasonable facilities for examining the nomination 
papers* of all candidates which have been delivered within the time and in the 
manner prescribed in rule 11. 

3. (1) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomination papers and shall 
decide ail objections which may be made to any nomination, and may, either 
on such objection or hia own motkm. after such summary enquiry, if any, as 
he thinks necessary, refuse any nomination on any of the following grounds:..— 

(i) that the candidate is ineligible for election under rule 5 or rule 6; 

(ii) thaj a proposer or seconder is disqualified from subscrib ng a nominaton 
paper under sub-rule (4) of rule 11; 

(ill) that there has been any failure to comply .with any of the provisions 
of rule I i or 'hxle 12; 

(iv) that the candidate or any proposer or seconder is not identical with 
the person whose electoral number is pven in the nomination paper ns the 
number of such candidate, proposer or seconder, as the case may be; 

fv) that the signature of the condi^te or of any proposer or seconder is 
not genuine or has been obtained by fr^ud. 

• (2) For the purposes of this regulation — 

(a) the production of any certified copy of an entry made in the electoral 
roll of the constitueiicy shall be conclusive evidence of the right of any elector 
named in that entry "to stand for election or to subscribe a nomination paper, 
as the case may be, unless it is proved that the candidate is disqualified under 
rule 5 of rule 6 or, as the case may be, that the proposer or seconder is dis- 
qualified under sub-rule (4) rule 11, and 

(b) where a person has subscribed whetiier as proposer or seconder more than 
one nomination paper, -^he paper so subscribed which was first received shall 
be deemed to be valid. 

(3) Nothing cotftained in clause fii), clause (iii), ielause (iv), or clause (v) 
of sub-regulation (1) shall be deemed to authorise the refusal of the nomina- 
tion of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomina- 
tion paper, if the candidate has been duly nominated by means of another 
nomination paper in aspect of which no irregularity has been committed. 

4. (1) Returning (jfficer shall endorse on each nomination paper his decision 
accepting or rejecting the samej, and, if the nomination paper is rejected, shall 
reco^ in writing a brief statement of his reasons for such rejection. 

*Print«d forms of nonUination paper preaoribed m Sohedule HI will be supplied free of 
cost by the Deputy Ccaumfesioner on application by bona fide oandidatw. 
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(2) The scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf 
under clause (b) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11 and no adjournment of the proceed- 
ings shall be allowed. . ^ 

5. On completion of the scrutiny of nominations and after the expiry of the 
period within which candidatures may be withdrawn under sub-rule (8) of rule

7 . Votes shall be recorded on the date or dates appointed for the poll under 
clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11 trom 9 a.v. to 1 p.Mr and from 1-30 P.M. 
to 4 P>M. : the dates so fixed and the houra shall be published in the manner 
prescribed for the publication of the electoral roll. 

8. (1) The Deputy Commissioner of each district shall select as many polling 
stations as he thinks necessary and shall publish, in the manner prescribed for 
the publication of the electoral roll, a list showing the polling stations so select- 
ed, and the polling areas for which they have respectively been selected. And 
no person shall be permitted to vote e^^pt at the polling station of the area 
in H’hich he is registered except as provided in regulation 23.

(1) The Deputy Commissioner shell provide at each polling station 
materials siifficient for the purpose of enabling voters to mark the ballot papers, 
instruments for stamping the official marli on such’ papers, as many ballot 
boxes as may be necessary, and copies of the eicctor.'il roll or of such part 
thereof as contains the nvines of the electors entitled to vote at such station. 

(2) The official mark shall be kept secret. 

13 . Every ballot box shall be marked with the name of the legislative body 
and of the district and polling station for which it is to be used. It shall be 
so constructed that the ballot papers can be iutroduoed th"erein, but cannot be 
withdrawn therefrom, without the box being unlocked. The presiding officer at 
au\’ polling station immediately before the commencement of the poll shall 
show the ballot box empty to such persons as may be present in such station 
so that they may see that it is empty, and sTiall then, lock it up, and place 
upon it the seal provided for the purpose in such manner as to prevent its 
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being opened without breaking such seal, and" shall place it in his view for th 
receipt ot ballot papers and Keep it so locked nnd sealed. ^ 

, 14. Before the polling station is opened for the recording of votes the nro ‘A 
ing officer sha'l read to such persons as may be present the provisions of sect' 
14* of the Indian Elections Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, and shall exDl^°^ 
the substance thereof in the vernacular of the district. ^ 

16. Immediately before a ballot paper ia delivered to an elector, it shall h 
stamped with the official mark, and the number, name and description of th^ 
elector as stated m the electoral roll shall be called out, and the number ^ 
the elector shall be entered on the counterfoil and his signature or, if he ' 
unable to affix his signature, a rolled impression of his left thumb’ shall b* 
obtained on ^he counterfoil, and a mark shall be placed in a copy of the electoral 
roll against the nmfiber of the elector, to denote that he has received a ball f 
paper, but without showing the particular ballot paper which he has received 
On the counterfoil * shall also be entered the name of the district, as weM as 
the name and distinptive number of the polling station. ’ ® 

16. The elector, on receiving the ballot paper, shall forthwith proceed to 
mark hia paper with a cross mark against the name of the candidate in whose 
favour he wishes to record his vote, and fold it up so as to conceal his vote

(o) When the ballot papers have been so distributed, but not before, the 
Betuming Officer shall ollow the candidates and their agents reasonable oppof‘ 
tunity to inspect, without handling, the ballot papers, and shall on everv 
ballot paper which is wholly or partially rejected endorse the word “rejected’’* 
If any candidate or agent present questiona the correctness of the rejecffoiJt 
hq shall also record on tlie bollot paper the grounds for the rejection. N® 
candidate or agent shall be arowed to see any serial number on the back of 
any ballot pai)er, 

(d) The Returning Officer shallr^as fur as practicable, proceed continuously 
with the counting oi thg votes and shall, during any unavoidable intervals 
during which the counting has to be Busi)ended, place the ballot papers, packets 
and other document relating to the election under his own seel and the sealB 
of such candidates or agents as may des’re to affi^ them, and shall caus^ 
adequate precautions to be taken, for their custody. 

32. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if — •

1. Copies ol the final electoral roll shall be kept in the general record rooma 
Qf districts as well as iu the North-'West Frontier Province Civil Secretariat; 
and shall be destroyed after the completion of next revision of the rolls. 

2. The nominat'on papers of candidates, the documents relating to the- 
appointment of election and other agents, the revocation of such -appointments 
and withdrawals from candidature shall be kept in. the office of the Deputy 
Commissioner in whose d'strict the counting of votes took place and shall be 
destroyed after three years unless their retention for a longer period is ordered 
by tile Local Government or any officer duly authorised to order such retention. 

B. The files of claims and objections decided by revising authorities and 
election petihons^* with the pnceediagB of enqu rieB by the Election ComzDis>

1. Functions in respect of which the Council of State or Legislative Aasertlbly 
Electoral Buies provido that they shall be performed by the Governor General 
in ‘Council, or where the Government o! a Province consents to the e&trusknent 
of the function to itself by such Government 

2. Functions which by regulations made under the Council of State or 
Legislative Asaenihlj Electoral Buies were iniraediately before the 1st April, 
1937, assigned bo the Local Government of the Pro v' nee cmicemed. 
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
